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The Union of Ciinadian Municipalities, in presenting their 
Second Annual Report, consider it wise to again summarize 
its past progress. 

Formed at Toronto in the Convention of August 1901, it 
included among its Charter members 52 cities and towns, 
represented by 68 delegates. 

Resolutions were there passed affirming municipal con- 
trol of streets, condemning non-payment of municipal taxes 
by governments, the Scrap Iron Act, the jurisdiction claimed 
by the Privy Council over interior affairs of cities, and parti- 
zanship in municipal elections, and recommending the study 
of the financial union question, and careful municipal over- 
sight of town franchises. 

During the winter of 1901-2, the Executive were active 
in carrying: out the spirit of these resolutions, both in and out 
of the Parliaments, with considerable results, which have been 
detailed in the Interim Report of May, 1902. 

The second annual convention was held in Montreal in 
September, 1902, and the present report is the official account 
of its proceedings. 

The Executive Committee, believing in actions and results 
rather than words, have already commenced to carry out the 
resolutions passed at this second convention, and expect to re- 
port important successes for the municipalities in the near 
future. They earnestly call the attention of all municipalities 
of any kind to the proved usefulness of the Union and the ad- 
vantages of joining it. 

Among these are : 

First. Intercourse of a mutually profitable character be- 
tween such bodies, from the Atlantic to the Pacific, resulting 
in the stimulus derived from broad experience and knowledge, 
and also in the encouragement which comes from a spirit of 
fraternity. 

Second. The immense increase of power derived from 
combination, and which is at the service of the individual 
municipality when required for its protection or improve- 
ment. 
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Third. A patriotic spirit is fostered by inter-communica- 
tion. 

Fourth The bureau of information which is in process 
of establishment is already possessed of central facilities not 
easily brought together/ elsewhere. 

Fifth. Communication with and respectful attention by 
foreign municipal bodies are facilitated and increased. 

Sixth. Enormous sums of money have alreadj^ been saved 
to its members by the Union. 

The fees are moderate and based on population.

MONTREAL MEETING OF THE UNION OF 
CANADIAN MUNICIPALITIES. 

The meeting was called to order at 8 p.m., Pro-Mayor 
Lamarehe occupying the chair. 

Address of Welcome. 

Alderman Lamarehe — Gentlemen, I have the honour of 
receiving you oflScially as the representative of the Mayor of 
Montreal, and the representative of the city of Montreal. 
Your Union of Municipalities is not unknown in this city. 
We have had not only the pleasure, but the advantage of 
knowing its importance. Not only has its importance been, 
felt in the city of Montreal, but I believe it has been felt in 
the different municipalities throughout Canada. (Hear, hear.) 

I hope, gentlemen, that your deliberations here will be 
conducive to the advancement of the interests of not only the 
different municipalities, but also of the citizens in general. 
Your intention in meeting together is not to deprive the cap- 
italists, I am sure, of what they can do, but it is simply to 
control what they do. You have a certain influence which 
cannot be misunderstood. If the Mayors of the different 
cities of this Dominion simply meet, and put their heads to- 
gether, as you are doing, you may rest assured that what we 
have been striving for so long, we will get, namely. Home Rule 
in our different municipalities. (Applause ) I believe that al- 
though we must respect all the capital that is employed, we 
must also respect what the different municipal Councils have to 
control, because what belongs to one, or what is under the 
control of one municipality, may not suit the others, but if 
we unite in concerted action to preserve the rights of one or 
the other municipality, we will be very much stronger, and 
you have proven it to a very great extent, by the experience 
which you have had during the short existence of this Union. 

I might say, gentlemen, that it is with the greatest of 
pleasure that we have the honour of receiving you in the 
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city of Montreal. It is an honour for us to receive such an 
important body, which we fully appreciate. We have received 
numerous delegations, but I do not believe that we can re- 
ceive a more representative body than the one I now have 
the honour of addressing. This Union represents nearly the 
whole of this great Dominion. I had the pleasure this morn- 
ing of receiving you personally. One came from Winnipeg, 
another from Owen Sound, another gentleman came from 
Prince Edward Island. Your Honourable President from 
Toronto I need not mention, because he is one of your most 
active members, and the gentleman who, I suppose, has been 
presiding at your meetings since you have been organized, 
but it goes to show that united action from one end of the 
country to the other is being made to see that municipal 
rights are preserved. Your influence on the Provincial legis- 
latures, or Dominion Government will be felt so long as it is 
united. I hope, gentlemen, that it will continue so. I may 
tell you, as I have the honour now of representing the city of 
Montreal, that the feeling of the City Council is that they 
are one and all with you to see that municipal rights are 
preserved everywhere, and that neither trusts, nor large 
companies, no matter how powerful they are, shall infringe 
upon the rights of the municipal bodies. (Hear, hear.) 

Gentlemen, once more I only wish what the the citizens of 
Montreal wish for, and that is, that your deliberations may 
prove that although you have existed only for the past year, 
that you are in earnest, and that whenever our cities are in 
danger of being controlled by outside interests, you will be a 
united body to see that we get our own rights. (Applause.) 

I wish you, gentlemen, a most hearty welcome, and I trust 
you will enjoy your sojourn in the city of Montreal. I wish 
that whatever we may do for you will be well received, and 
whatever we 5o, if it is not as much as should be done, you 
may rest assured that it would be done most heartily. I 
thank you very much for having done the honour of sitting 
in convention in the city of Montreal. (Applause.) 

President Rowland's Reply. 

President Howland — Alderman Lamarche and Gentlemen of 
the Council of Montreal — On behalf of the Union of Canadian 
Municipalities, I wish to express, and I wish I had the power of 
fully expressing, our feelings of pleasure and gratitude at the 
magnificent reception that you in the city of Montreal have 
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prepared for us, and the encouraging expressions with which 
you have greeted our association. As you say, sir, we are a 
young association. We are almost as young as we can be, 
that is, we can only count one birthday. This is our first 
celebration of our birthday, and we rejoice very much that, 
born in the nursery of the Province of Ontario, we have been 
within one year transplanted to this ancient city of the civili- 
zation of the Northern Dominion of this continent, to a city 
that is adorned and looked down upon by an ancient 
mountain, celebrated and known in the languages of both 
continents ; under the shadow of which two races in succes- 
sion and conjoindy have fought the great battle of civiliza- 
tion on this continent. (Applause.) 

We have come here, sir, with the object of extending the 
principles, and good work of the association which has been 
formed as the result of a common spirit, and of a universal 
response to the first invitation to form a Union of this kind. 
Our Union is formed, as you have said, for the purposes of 
common interest, for purposes of mutual equity and benefit, 
for the purpose of uniting the representatives of the people 
in the political relation which is the nearest to the people of 
all our political institutions, of uniting these representatives 
for the purpose of consulting together, and of acting together 
in defence of the rights of the people. In that, sir, there is not 
necessarily ny animosity to any other interests of any class 
of individuals, nor any disrespect to any other constituted 
institutions of this country. We do not claim that because 
occasionally some capitalist enterprise has to be controlled, that 
its powers derived from the gift of the people require to be 
limited and moderated, so that they do not conflict with the 
interests of the people — we do not say that on that account 
we are in opposition to capitalists, or to any body of capi- 
talists. We say that capitalists, municipalities, parliaments, 
legislatures — all the institutions of a civilized country, ought 
all to work together each in their several parts, each with 
their particular limitations, for the common good of the great 
nation to which we all belong. (Applause.) 

Sir, we rejoice, therefore, that this our first birthday 
meeting is held by the invitation of the Mayor and Council 
of the great city of Montreal, in the wealthiest commercial 
capital of the Dominion. We expect that under the shadow 
of that ancient mountain of which I have spoken, in sight of 
the piers and docks of the commerce and of the signs of 
wealth which have grown out of that commerce, of the marks 
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of magnificence and beneficence which deck the base of that 
mountain, as the result of the combination of wealth and 
public spirit — I say in the presence of all this, we hope that 
this meeting may result in a recognition on both sides, of 
mutual duties, and mutual opportunities for common benefit. 
(Applause.) 



President Howland here addressed the meeting in French. 

Dr. Starke then humorously addressed the meeting in

Mr. Lighthall — Mr. President, and Mr. pro-Mayor, I have 
the honor of presenting the secretary-treasurer's report on 
behalf of the Executive Committee. 

Secretary-Treasurer's Report. 

After the first convention at Toronto in August of last 
year, the officers of the Union considered it necessary to bring 
to a practical outcome as much as possible of the work laid 
out in the Constitution and resolutions. They accordingly 
prepared memorials to the Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ments on street legislation, and appeared before Parliament 
and elsewhere in support of municipal rights in the manner 
set forth in the Interim Report published by them and mailed 
to members last spring. Besides a widespread approval by 
the municipal councils of their general work thus done, their 
services to individual towns were acknowledged by special re- 
solutions which I venture to repeat, as follows : — 

1. — The resolution of the City Council of Winnipeg : "That 
" the thanks of this council be tendered to the Union of Ca- 
" nadian Municipalities, for the very valuable assistance rend- 
*' ered by its President, Mayor Rowland, of Toronto, and W. 
*' D. Lighthall, Mayor of Westmount, and others, in the matter 
" of the Main street subway, at the time this question was 
" under consideration by the Railway Committee at Ottawa. 
" Unanimously adopted."

3 — Resolution of the Municipality of Fort William : — 

" This Council hereby expresses its warm appreciation of 
the services rendered this town by the Union of Canadian 
Municipalities on behalf of its Bill recently before Parliament 
in Toronto, and that a copy of this resolution be sent to the 
President and to the Secretarj\" 

4. — Resolution of the Council of Montreal : 

" That the thanks of this Council be, and are hei^eby ex- 
tended to the officers of the Union of Canadian Municipali- 
ties,and particularly to Mayor Lighthall,of Westmount; Mayor 
Howland, of Toronto ; Mayor Cook, of Ottawa ; Mayor Ar- 
buthnot,of Winnipeg, for their co-operation and assistance to 
the Montreal civic delegation, which appeared before the Rail- 
way Committee, at Ottawa, on the 6th instant, in opposition 
to the demand of the Terminal Railway for privileges exceed- 
ing those granted by this Council." 

The executive have consquently felt that the Union con- 
stitutes a valuable and long desired element in the affairs of 
the Dominion, with a broad field of work» and which only 
requires judicious management to be a powerful factor for 
the protection of citizens. 

In these matters in which we have felt obliged to vindicate 
the rights of citizens against the claims of some companies,, 
our spirit has been temperate and non-destructive, remember- 
ing that companies have their rights also. In words which 
have been recently used regarding a similar movement: " We 
are for the remedy of abuses, not for a crusade against legiti- 
mate uses. . . . W^e believe the people understand and 
appreciate the difference between rightfully restraining 
industrial combinations and recklessly wrecking industrial 
combination. We are in this movement because it is right. 
We are charged with the care of the public interests. Our 
object is the fulfihnent and attainment of just law. Our 
method is lawful and not sensational. And the people will be 
with us because we are with the people." 
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Our next work has been the preparations for the present 
Convention, from the deliberations of which we trust that 
far more effective consequences will flow. Meanwhile the 
original membership has been extended from 55 to over 90, 
representing every province in the country. The financial 
statement, copies of which lie on the table, show how much 
has been possible with a very small sum of money. 

Owing to the low scale of fees with which we prudently 
started, I performed the secretarial duties personally, incurr- 
ing only the most necessary typewriting and other assistance, 
but this economy is now no longer feasible. 

The subscription fees should be raised to a reasonable 
extent, and any special expenses incurred by any individual 
municipality ought to be borne by itself. The emgagement 
of a salaried assistant secretary is also necessary. 

The satisfaction of complete and more efficient service will 
make up for the small increase of expenditure, and it will be 
possible to keep up a useful bureau of information and to 
watch legislation systematically. 

In my efforts to arrange the details of the present Conven- 
tion, I wish to particularly thank my municipal confreres of 
the city and vicinity of Montreal, for their good will and 
hearty co-operation, and our President for his ever-patriotic 
zeal in this national work, and his unremitting efforts to 
maintain the people's rights.

President Rowland's Address. 

Gentlemen, — There are several matters, perhaps, connected 
with the history of the work of the year that some of our 
newer members may like to hear in connection with the re- 
port of the Executive. 

This Union was formed last vear, bv invitation issued from 
the city of Toronto to the Mayors of the different cities of 
Canada, and of the towns and other municipalities. The pur- 
poses were stated to be the defence of common rights, and the 
promotion of common interests, as represented by the munici- 
pal governments. 
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As has been detailerl by the secretary in his eloquent 
report, we have so endeavoured, as a Union, to fnltil those 
duties durin|r the year, that we have earned the thanks of 
three principal cities from three different widely separated 
provinces of the Dominion. As has been read to you, we have 
the thanks of the city of Montreal, we have the thanks of the 
city of Hamilton, and we have the thanks of the city of Win- 
nipeg, This Union has, therefore, in a short year of exis- 
tence, proved that it could be of use to three provinces, and 
to three principal cities of those provinces. Now, the details 
of those services, and of the duties which we have endeavored 
to perform, are contained to a considerable extent in a docu- 
ment which has already been circulated amongst the members, 
the preliminary report of the Executive Committee. The se- 
cretary has completed that, and brought it up to date ; but 
one feature which is referred to, and which must not be for- 
gotten, is the services in connection with legislation before the 
different provincial legislatures, and the Dominion government. 
For that purpose the officers of the Union assembled — I may 
say in great .force — in connection with legislation which was 
proceeding, and which it was feared might l>e premature, 
and to some extent ill-considered. The Union was 
successful in impressing upon the Minister of Justice of 
the Dominion the importance of consulting municipal rights, 
regarding municipal control over their own streets and every 
interest which might affect the use of their streets as a kind 
of primary and inalineable law. That was laid down by the 
Minister of Justice in very distinct and strong terms, which 
are to be found in the report which will appear among our 
proceedings, and he has furthermore in connection with the 
legislation (for instance, connected with telephones), invited 
the assistance of this Union on behalf of municipalities of 
Canada, to revise such clauses of the legislation as might in 
any way relate to, or affect the interests of municipalities. 
We have thus, I think we may claim, obtained recognition 
from the highest authorities of the land, that a union of the 
municipal bodies of the country is entitled, as a representa- 
tive body, to consideration and consultation by Parliaments 
and Legislatures, in the affirming of legislation which may in 
any way affect those interests of the people over which the 
municipalities have any charge, or in respect to which they 
have any interest. 

I do not wish to dwell at any length at this time upon our 
work or our purposes. I think that these few facts, combined 
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with what is well known to you, set forth our aim, and prove 
the progress made towards accomplishing it, in a stronger 
way than any words can do. I think we may say that the 
Union of Canadian Municipalities is now recognized as one of 
the institutions of this country. (Hear, hear.) 1 think we 
may consider that it is recognized as a necessary and useful 
<;ombination of the established local authorities, and that with 
the concurrence and zealous help, I may say, of the people 
themselves, through this machinery, we may assist in perfect- 
ing and guarding legislation, in avoiding many of the causes 
of difference and disunion, and of iniquity, which have some- 
times existed, and at the same time in this and in otiier 
respects, promote the benefit of the local population, and the 
growth, prosperity and contentment of the whole country. 
(Applause.) I take the liberty, gentlemen, of adding these 
few words in connection with the executive report which has 
)ust been read. 

Mayor Lighthall (Westmount) — I was going to say, Mr. 
President, that I would ask any comment on the report to be 
deferred, as 1 understand that our friend Alderman Lapointe 
has a very important paper which he is in a hurry to deliver 
having to leave at an early hour. 

Mayor Cook (Ottawa) — I was about to rise for the pur- 
pose of seconding the adoption of the report, and I do so with 
so much greater pleasure in view of the fact that I was not 
one of those who were present at the inception of this organi- 
zation. I think we all realize, and I believe that municipali- 
ties throughout Canada will realize, before many years have 
gone by, what a debt of gratitude they owe for the sending 
out of the call last year to the municipalities to meet in 
the city of Toronto and form this Union. 

A few months ago a circular was put into my hands, 
which proved to me the necessity of concerted action, which 
is, I believe, one of the objects that this organization desires 
to foster. We have four objects laid down in the constitution, 
but in my judgment the last of all, namely, the " securing of 
united action for the protection of individual municipalities, 
and municipal interests as a whole against legislative or 
other encroachments of corporations," is probably the most 
important object that this body has. This circular put into 
my hands was sent by an employ^ of one of the biggest 
corporations, and I may say one of the greatest monopolies 
in Canada. It was addressed to other corporations through- 
out Canada. It was to this effect : " If you desire us to have 
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concerted action in order to secure whatever It^gislation we 
require, whether it be at Toronto, Quebec, or Ottawa, please 
seiidiii jroor Mnmal subscription." That lit de circular which 
I saw by accident revealed more, to my mind, of the necessity 
on the part of the different municipalities combining them- 
selves together to resist the encroachments of corporations 
than any other object lesson that I could have had, and under 
these circumstances I feel that in this organization, in con- 
nection with which we are met here to-night, we are on the 
right lines, and 1 believe great good will follow from it. I 
have very great pleasure in seconding the adoption of the 
report. 

The report was adopted unanimously. 

Alderman Lapointe, of Montreal, here read his paper on 
" Civic Embellishment." 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, — I desire to bring to your 
consideration a subject which I am afraid is very much 
neglected in most, if not all, Canadian municipalities, namely, 
that of civic embellishment. I imagine that some here may 
feel disposed to say of this question : " We have too many 
subjects of real practical importance to deal with, such as 
questions of finance, roads, water supply, fire, police and 
sanitary protection, etc., to give much, if any time, to that of 
civic embellishment." As I am aware that such an opinion 
is very generally held, and very frequently expressed, I 
would like to point out at this early stage of my remarks, 
that the subject I desire to draw to your attention has a very 
direct practical importance to every city and town in Canada. 
Nature has been singularly bountiful to us in this broad 
Dominion. Besides being a country of inexhaustible resources : 
it is also a land of most beautiful, pleasant and healthy 
climate. A more pleasant country to live in does not exist 
on the face of this globe ; it appears to have been designed 
by nature to be the country of healthful, happy homes, the 
ideal country to live in. While we are bending our utmost 
efforts to exploit the agricultural, mining, and industrial 
resources of Canada, why should we neglect our country's 
attractiveness as a place of residence. We are all anxious to 
secure the establishment of new industrial works and places 
of business in our respective cities, towns and villages. Some 
of us even go so far as to ofier cash bonuses as inducements 
to secure such institutions in our midst, and w^hy ? To increase 
our population, our importance, our local trade, our land 
values and of course our municipal revenues. 
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How many municipal councils realize that in the reason- 
able adornment of their respective municipalities they have a 
means 6f racrensiiig timr pc^mlatkiD, and retaining what they 
have ? With the accumulation of wealth, the congestion of 
population, and the increased expense of living in Europe and 
the United States, comes the demand for just such homes as 
an ideal Canadian city or town could offer. The experience 
of the United States, such cities as Washington, Boston, Bal- 
timore, Philadelphia and Detroit, where serious, systematic 
attempts have been made to attract people in search of 
pleasant homes, show what can be accomplished, even where 
conditions of climate and picturesque environment cannot be 
considered as satisfactory, as they almost invariably are in 
Canada. I have known of people in the great army of foreign 
tourists who invade Canada every year, being led to make 
their homes in Montreal by the natural beauties of the place, 
and the pleasantness and salubrity of the climate. We should 
find thousands of desirable people moving their families and 
money to Canada, and making their homes here, were our 
cities, towns and villages made as attractive as they might 
be. Every such family attracted to a municipality is an addi- 
tion to municipal wealth, and a source of additional municipal 
revenue. More or less judicious civic embellishment, moreover, 
is all that it is necessary to make of most of our Canadian 
municipalities, including our very largest cities, not merely 
points of passing interest for tourists, but ideal summer 
resorts. 

If our City of Montreal were all that it might be in the 
way of cleanliness and adornment, many of its citizens who 
each spring reluctantly leave the city for country homes, and 
seaside resorts, with all of their expenses, discomforts and 
inconveniences, would be delighted to remain in the city, and 
our tradesmen would be saved the heavy loss of trade which 
is occasioned by the present spring exodus. 

Another direct practical res'jlt of the systematic embellish- 
ment of our cities and towns would be the improvement of 
the natural taste and the elevation of the mental standard 
of our population, results the inestimable value of which aret 
well understood by all 'who have made a study of municipal 
and sociological questions. 

I think I have said enough to support my claim that the 
question of municipal embellishment is one of direct practi- 
cal importance. 
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And now a few remarks as to what requires to be done to 
accomplish what I would advocate. 

I consider that the question of municipal embellishment 
divides naturally into two divisions, first, the removing of 
existing disfigurements, and secondly, the provision of rea- 
sonable and well devised adornments. 

Under the first head. I would advocate the disappear- 
ance of all unpaved and poorly kept streets, of all wooden 
sidewalks, which are as ill-looking as they are wasteful, of 
all telegraph poles and overhead wires, and of all street posts 
of any description. We certainly made a big move forward 
in Montreal when we passed a by-law prohibiting the hang- 
ing of projecting signs in front of their stores by tradesmen, 
but the improvement in the appearance of our streets then 
effected was as nothing compared to that which would be 
effected by the disappearance of the hideous forest of tele- 
graph posts which, with their mazes of wires and cables, 
hopelessly disfigure our streets. Nothing should stand in the 
way of a law to compel electric companies of all kinds to put 
their wires underground. 

Under the first head I feel I would say something about 
the untidiness of the city streets, lanes and public squares. I 
will admit that we Montreal people are often led to express 
a sense of shame at the appearance of our city, at the pieces 
of paper blowing about the streets and squares, at the orange 
and banana stems on the sidewalks, at the untidy appearance 
of our lanes. But, to be perfectly frank I must say, that my 
personal observation leads me to the conclusion that Montreal 
is not the only, nor even the worst sinner in this respect. It 
is needless to say that no matter how imposing and stately 
our buildings or how perfectly kept our pavements and park 
turf, we cannot expect our cities to present a good appearance 
if we permit this continual littering to exist. As far as 
Montreal is concerned, this disfigurement of the streets is not 
due to the want of laws ; we have the necessary by-laws to 
prevent the throwing of paper, straw, etc , on the streets, but 
the difficulty is to secure their enforcement. It is due to the 
carelessness of the citizens themselves that the evil exists ; 
they find it inconvenient to be careful, and the alderman who 
would encourage a campaign to punish each and every offender 
against the by-law, would soon find themselves relegated to 
the quiet of private life. Aldermen and councillors are 
popular marks for criticism ; but it may be taken as a safe 
rule, some one has said, they are never worse than their con- 
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stituents, and are seldom as bad as some of their constituents 
would upon certain occasions like them to be. This great and 
really discreditable disfigurement of our Canadian muni- 
cipalities is due entirely to a lack of civic patriotism, a failure 
to realize the duty of the individual to the municipality. 

I know a citizen of Montreal who often takes a walk with 
his pipe in Lafontaiue Park. He enjoys the park, takes a 
pride in it and realizes his duty towards it. If in his walks 
he notices a piece of paper or a rag lying on the paths or turf, 
he gathers it up, lights a match and burns it then and there. 
That man does not throw scraps of paper or orange peel on 
the street, or even in the lanes, and would not permit his 
children or employees to do it. When we get every citizen to 
have the same realization of civic duty as that man, our 
thoroughfares and public places will have the wholesome, 
presentable appearance, that they ought to have. This 
cannot be accomplished without the co-operation of parents 
and the schools. Home training can do something, but we 
look to our schools to do more towards training the youth of 
our cities and towns to habits of tidiness, and to a realization 
of the benefits and responsibilities of good citizenship. 

So much for the first head under which I undertake to treat 
this subject ; now as to the second, the providing of additional 
adornments. When we read in the oflScial reports that 
the city of London last year spent some £2,000,000 
sterling to procure land for new parks, and that Boston, Mass., 
devoted $750,000 to the same object, we have forcibly brought 
home to us the importance of making provision for the future, 
so far as public parks and squares are concerned. There is 
no need to dwell at length upon this feature of the subject, 
except perhaps to remark, that a study of this subject of 
municipal embellishment brings home to one forcibly the 
importance of annexing to the large cities the suburbs and 
other contiguous territory in order that parks and boulevards 
may be laid out to advantage. 

I am strongly of opinion that those cities which have not 
already adopted the boulevard system for residential streets, 
and particularly Montreal, should at once do so. The road- 
ways in many Montreal residential streets are much wider 
than the traflSc requires; strips of turf, with shade trees planted 
at intervals, might well be laid on either side of th« sidewalks, 
and the original cost and the maintenance would be consider- 
ably less than for the paved roadway. The great improve- 
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uient which would be effected in the appearance of the city, 
must be apparent to everybody. 

There is no reason why municipalities should not encourage 
the improvement of open private properties, such as private 
gardens, the parterres in front of private houses, the grounds 
surrounding churches, colleges, schools, hospitals, etc. There 
should be some encouragement to remove such objectionable 
structures as dead walls, or close fences round private 
grounds, bordering on streets. Tl)e open ground round the 
Church of St. James the Apostle and Dominion Square 
Methodist Church are vastly more ornamental to the city, 
than the fenced in lawns round Christ Church Cathedral and 
St. George's Church. The city benefits much more from the 
broad areas of open turf surrounding St. James Cathedral, 
then it does from the beautiful grounds hidden away behind 
the grim fences which surround the Church of the Gesu. It 
has been suggested that as the citizens at large reap the 
benefit, the city should bear the expense of caring for the 
turf of private properties exposed to the public, while 
another suggestion is to the effect, that there should be a tax 
on closed fences in the city, making them to a certain extent 
prohibited. I will not express an opinion on these sugges- 
tions, but mention them as worthy of consideration. 

In many cities in Europe and the United States much has 
been accomplished in the right direction by offering civic 
prizes for the best kept parterres, and even back -yard 
gardens. It seems to me thai the adoption of this system 
could but have beneficial results in many Canadian muni- 
cipalities. 

But, Mr. Chairman, I must draw my remarks to a conclu- 
sion, for I am aware of the desire of this association to avoid 
long speeches. I have tried to avoid the technical side of 
this question of municipal embellishment, which comes rather 
within the scope of the landscape architect and the engineer, 
than of the municipal administrator, and have abstained 
from the advocacy of my fads. My sole object has been to 
draw attention in some sort of an imperfect way to the 
importance and scope of this subject, and if I have succeeded 
in doing that, I hope you will excuse me for occupying so 
much of your time. 



Alderman Stroud (Ottawa) — I have much pleasure in mov- 
ing the acceptance of this brilliant paper by Alderman La- 
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pointe, and that it be printed in the proceedings of the con-^ 
vention, and that the thanks of the convention be tendered 
Alderman Lapointe for his paper. 

Alderman Paton (Charlottetown) — I have much pleasure 
in seconding that motion, Mr. Chairman. We, down in Char- 
lottetown have taken steps, I am glad to say, to do away 
with as many posts and poles of all descriptions as we can 
possibly do without, and this year it has been enforced pretty 
largely, and all the old stumps that have stood in the street 
for some time past have been swept away ; and I am glad 
to say that the citizens in many cases have done their utmost 
to improve the front of their premises. 

Mayor Cook (Ottawa) — Two or three weeks ago in company 
with my colleague, Alderman Stroud, I had the good fortune 
to spend some days in Winnipeg, and from what I saw there 
in that western city, I am sure our friend Mayor Arbuthnot 
could give us some pointers in regard to civic embellishment. 

Mayor Arbuthnot (Winnipeg) — Mr. Chairman, I have been 
a little afraid to get up, as I feared you might think I was 
going to talk about Manitoba wheat. In Winnipeg, all our 
streets are very wide — they are from 66 to 132 feet. Our 
principal streets are 132 feet wide. Our residential streets 
are about 66 feet wide, and about six years ago we adopted 
the principle of making a 24-foot roadway and boulevard it 
each side up to the sidewalk. We do not put our sidewalks- 
as they do in Toronto and Ottawa, on the outside of the curb, 
but we put it on the street line, and have the boulevard be- 
ween the sidewalk and the street. Then we plant trees there. 
In the last six years we have put in about thirty to forty 
miles of pavement of that description, and it certainly has a 
very desirable effect. It shows the width of the street, by 
keeping the sidewalk in its proper place, and- improves the 
appearance of the property all along. I think that in putting 
the boulevard on the inside of the sidewalk, you lose sight of' 
the width of the street. Your street shows then the inside 
of your sidewalks. I may say that we do all that on the front- 
age system. It is paid for by the property owners. They 
petitioned for it, and they pay for it on their frontage tax. 
I may also say that the city takes care of the boulevards, that 
is, the cutting of the grass, and keeping it watered. 

Mayor Lighthall (Westmount) — How many annual pay- 
ments do these frontage taxes run on ? 

Mayor Arbuthnot — On the macadam pavement we distribute 
it over ten years; on the asphalt pavement we distribute it 
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over twenty years. On boulevarding and tree planting we 
distribute it over ten year payments, and on granolithic side- 
walks we distribute it over twenty year payments,and wooden 
sidewalks are distributed over seven yearly payments. 

A Delegate — I do not wish to make any speech in reference 
to this matter, but I would like a few remarks from my 
confrere Alderman Jaffray. editor of the Gait Reporter, 

Alderman Jatfray (Gait) — Mr. Chairman, — I was secretary 
of the Chicago Improvement Association for four years, and 
when I got to Gait, I came upon a town that was in a rut. 
Now we have the best, most substantial and prettiest town in 
Canada. We have the best macadamized roads it is possible 
to find. We have a different system of boulevarding. I may 
say that we make our boulevards 11| feet on each side of the 
road, the sidewalk outside of that, and then the boulevard, 
and stone outside of the walk, making two boulevards. Our 
main street is a model. It is as good a roadway as the 
Michigan boulevard in Chicago, and there is no roadway 
superior to that in the world. 

I am glad to have heard the paper that was read here to- 
night, because I consider that an association of this kind 
should deal very largely with civic embellishments. Next 
week, in the city of St. Paul, the American Civic League 
meets. At that meeting will be heard some of the most sub- 
stantial, most eloquent and most progressive men in the 
republic — men from all over the United States. The meeting 
continues for a week, and each day a number of subjects are 
taken up and thoroughly discussed The American people 
have educated themselves to be the first people in the world 
as far as civic embellishment is concerned. The Americans 
want to know more than they know to-day, and consequently 
they sent last year, four of their best landscape gardeners, 
and a professor of a University to Europe, to study the 
methods adopted there with respect to municipal embellish- 
ments, ancj they are coming back to incorporate their ideas, 
and put them into shape in the district of Columbia. 

The city of Cleveland is arranging to-day to spend ten 
million dollars in a court of honour, around which shall be 
grouped the great civic buildings of the city. I think we 
in Canada, from the great city of Montreal down to the^ 
smallest town — because you haven't all the ability, nor 
all the progressive spirit in your big cities — are doing 
their share. I think we should all strive to make this 
Canada of ours even more beautiful than it is. Some of our 
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towns have been spoiled. I think the city of Montreal, in 
some respects, is lacking in good roads, and the same criticism 
might be made of the city of Toronto, where they have no 
public square to speak of, unless you go outside of the 
business area. With a league like this, in a few years time, 
tourists who come to Canada will have a great deal more to 
stLY in praise of this country than they have to-day. 

Come to Gait next year, and prove what I say. I want 
to say for our town that it is the best in the country 
to-day, and that while it is good to-day it will be better next 
year. (Applause). 

The President — Are you ready for the question, gentlemen? 
It has been moved and seconded that a vote of thanks be pre- 
sented to Alderman Lapointe for his excellent paper, and that 
it be printed in the minutes. Perhaps I may be permitted to 
say a word in connection with this matter. I think, perhaps, 
as we are regarded as rather an aggressive association, and 
as our first essays in the world have been rather of a militant 
and progressive character, we ought to be thankful for the 
interpolation at the first meeting of a paper which in a man- 
ner winds a garland around our spears and bayonets. 

The subject of municipal embellishment is one of those 
many things connected with municipal work which is no 
doubt appropriate for a union of this kind to consider, because, 
while we have to erect our walls against the enemy within 
those walls, we must perfect our own organization, and cany 
on beneficent municipal purposes, and one of those purposes 
is the decoration of our cities. 

Since we are on the subject of municipal embellishment, I 
would like to be permitted to suggest an idea which I have 
sometimes heard, and which has received a good deal of ap- 
proval from some quarters, namely, that the comfort, health, 
and beauty of our business streets is capable of being vastly 
increased. We cannot devote the space in our streets to bou- 
levards that they do in Winnipeg, but even in Winnipeg, as 
business goes on, the carrying of those monster crops they are 
producing, will prevent it. But even in Toronto at the pre- 
sent time, and sitill less in this ancient city of Montreal, can 
we devote much of the business streets to boulevards and 
tree planting ; but on the other hand I think we may 
do much in another direction to redeem the business 
street from the discomfort which attends it, and its unsan- 
itary condition. A business street is hot and unsanitary 
on account of the reflection of heat from all sides, but 
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there are means by which that could be to a great extent 
prevented. It might be possible to cover the brick walls and 
brick surfaces of all business streets with the vines which our 
nurserymen have developed of late years, carrying them 
in boxes over the cornices, and from the windows in 
such a way as to cover all bare spaces of brick and stone 
and iron with greenery, which instead of being a radiating 
surface would be an absorbing surface, instead of being 
a dismal surrounding of grey and white, reflecting 
the heat, and lending no cheer to the atmosphere, 
it might be a surface of green with spots of colour in it, 
making a walk down our streets or the outlook from the 
windows of our streets approaching in pleasantness the 
wealthier residential neighbourhoods ; and if we take into 
consideration the lives of thousands who have to earn their 
livelihood in the business streets, and who cannot, even after 
leaving their business, retire to a perfect lawn, and a brown 
stone mansion surrounded by trees, but who retire from the 
overheated business street into an overheated, narrow street, 
with very contracted. home quarters to live in, it may occur 
to us that we hrt ve a duty to consider, in making the business 
lives of the great mass of the population more comfortable 
than they are to-daj^ in adding to the beauty of our streets. 
Make our streets more attractive to the stranger and more 
homelike, and more Christianlike to those who are compelled 
to be their daily inhabitant. 

The motion was here put and carried unanimously. 

A Delegate — I would like to move a vote of thanks to the 
Secretary -Treasurer for the earnest work he has done on 
behalf of the Association during the past year. 

The motion was seconded, and carried unanimously. 

Mr. Lighthall — I thank you, gentlemen, for your kind 
vote. 

President Howland — The executive has a report to make 
upon some of the business submitted to it during the past 

M.. ' "-^adiTr-The only subject upon which the execu- 

tive is .. jrt is the resolution concerning financial 

union between municipalities. The executive committee in 
this respect is ready to place the following motion before the 
meeting : 

"That this Union, having considered the question submitted 
to it by the last annual meeting looking to joint action qn 
the part of the municipalities throughout Canada for. their 
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financial relief, is strongly of the opinion that much good 
will come from drawing the attention of municipal bodies and 
financiers to the advantage of municipalities combining (with 
the assistance of suitable legislation) to borrow on united 
credit, for the purpose of borrowing favorably ; and the 
executive is hereby instructed and empowered to prepare a 
suitable scheme for presentation to the various Provincial 
legislatures, with a view to the provision of Provincial ma- 
chinery for examining debentures and certifying the same ; 
and looking ultimately, if found practicable, to a Dominion 
guarantee of the whole/' 

President Rowland — I understand that the matter was 
referred to the executive by the convention last year to bring 
in a report on the subject. This is the report brought in by 
the executive, and I presume the secretary moves* its adop- 
tion. 

Mayor Rosevear (St. Lambert) — I presume that by com- 
bination of municipalities in a financial union, that money 
for municipal improvements might be obtained at a lower 
rate, more easily by a strong Union, than by weak munici- 
palities. With that view I would beg to move that steps be 
taken by this association to form a financial union as set 
forth in the resolution proposed by the Executive Committee. 
(Seconded.) 

President Rowland — It has been moved and seconded that 
the executive proceed in the manner outlined in the report of 
the Executive Committee. The question is open for dis- 
cussion. 

Mayor Denne (Peterborough) — Ais representative from 
the town of Peterborough, where we are able to sell our 
debentures at par, and three and a third per cent, I would 
like to hear some scheme proposed before I would be pre- 
pared to vote upon this question. 

Alderman Stroud (Ottawa) — It appears to me that we are 
somewhat out of order. The secretary has moved the 
adoption of the report from the executive. That, as I under- 
stand it, has been seconded. The subject matter in the 
motion of the gentleman behind me deals, I think, with a 
clause in that report. 

Mayor Lighthall— I think there is a little misunderstand- 
ing on the part of Alderman Stroud. The general report of 
the Executive Committee in the form of the Secretary- 
Treasurer's report was moved, seconded, and adopted. This 
particular resolution is a separate affair. The custom, was, 
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last year — it raay be open to criticism — but the custom 
was, in order to prevent a large number of resolutions which 
might not be iu proper form for convenient discussion, being 
presented at the meeting — to hand in all resolutions, and let 
the Executive Committee put them into form for discussion, 
without taking the responsibility of the motions. 

Now, the present is a very important subject. It has V)een 
put into the hands of the committee by the President, acting 
personally for himself. The committee, while being divided 
on the subject, has simply thought that the resolution as 
drawn will present the matter in a convenient form for dis- 
cussion. 

Mayor Camirand (Sherbrooke) — Mr. Chairman, I think 
this is a very important motion, but I also thick it is a trifle 
premature. X have no plan to place before the Union, but I 
am of opinion that this is a matter which requires profound 
consideration. I think it necessary that the executive should 
suggest a scheme to the Association at the next meeting. 

Mayor Cook (Ottawa) — I have been looking over the 
terms of the resolution, which comos to us in the nature of a 
report from the executive, and lam free to confess that the 
motion presented by the gentleman behind me (Mr. Rosevear) 
goes further than the report itself does. He makes the 
motion, and proposes that the executive form a financial 
union. I don't think it is intended by that report that the 
executive should do anything of the kind. All that we are 
suggesting that they should be authorized to do is to make 
a general arrangement for a scheme for financial union on the 
part of any municipalities, secure the necessary legislative 
enactment, if that be necessary, and then it is optional with 
any municipalities to band themselves together in order to 
secure money, if by so banding themselves together they can 
do so at a lower rate of interest than they could individual- 
ly, but I for one would not like it to go before this conven- 
tion that the executive is to draw up a scheme for financial 
union. Now, it seems to me that the best thing to do would 
be to move the resolution and let it go as it is, rather than, 
the more sweeping one which we have now before the house. 

President Howland — I think if I might make a suggestion, 
that this convention evidently contains a large proportion of 
new members who were not at last year's convention, and 
therefore took no part in the discussion which to some extent 
ripened this subject on that occasion. The executive, as I 
have said, has hardly had time in its preliminary meeting 
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to-day to consider fully all the matters which it has to pre- 
sent, and this is one of so much importance that it would 
be a great misfortune to have it treated in an incomplete 
and misunderstood manner. I would therefore suggest that 
this resolution be left in the hands of the Executive Committee, 
be referred back to them to be brought forward at the meet- 
ing to-morrow with full explanation, and in a definite form. 

The Secretary has said something about a division of 
opinion. I understood that it was the general understanding 
of the executive that the resolution as presented was the 
unanimous opinion of the executive, and if there is any mem- 
ber of it who does not agree with me, I think we had better 
have that matter fully debated, and considered amongst the 
executive, and we will also be prepared, knowing that many 
members of this convention require the matter to be stated to 
them afresh, to state it in that manner, and I assure them 
that they will find it a subject at least worthy of their con- 
sideration, and that they may as well give it some part o 
their consideration this year as once more referring it back 
for further consideration another year. We only meet for a 
brief period on this occasion, and we must select subjects 
most important for deliberation, and when one of them is 
brought forward, I think it is better we should make such 
endeavour as we can to arrive at a conclusion upon it and 
strongly endorse it by the convention, rather than merely 
passing it forward without consideration. L would therefore 
suggest that this be referred back again to the executive, to 
be brought forward to-morrow in the form of a resolution 
which the executive will present for consideration on that 
occasion. 

Mayor Cook (Ottawa) — I do not wish it to be understood 
that I am out of sympathy with the resolution. I thought 
that the motion presented by the gentleman behind me went 
further than the Executive Committee's report. All that we 
recommend is that the executive be authorized to prepare a 
scheme which any of the municipalities, of their own option, 
could take hold of, but the motion now before the house is, 
that the executive be authorized to form a financial union. 
Now, I submit that the report of the Executive Committee 
says nothing of the kind. It is simply a scheme that any of 
the municipalities may take hold of at their own option. 

Mayor Lighthall — I am afraid I made myself misunder- 
stood. This resolution is undoubtedly the view of the united 
Executive Committee, but what I meant was, that it was a 
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subject on which there was considerable division of opinion 
as to details, apart from the resolution. The resolution itself 
contains the groundwork as far as we can unite upon it. The 
principle that to borrow low is a ^od thing is unexceptionable; 
and we can also agree that several municipalitien might well 
be able to borrow low by uniting their credit. It is when we 
come to the details that I am not willing to take any hasty 
leaps. 

Mayor Rosevear — With the consent of the President and 
the seconder, I will withdraw my resolution, and adopt the 
one put into our hands by the Executive Committee which 
has been already read. 

Mr. Kingston (London) — It occurs to me that the associa- 
tion is not fully in touch with the importance of this question, 
and I fully concur in your suggestion, Mr. Chairman, that it 
should be deferred for further consideration. It seems to me 
that it is probably the most important question wliich 
will be considered by the association at its present 
session, and the resolution as read by the secretary 
does not seem to have that full outline that would 
meet with the requirements of the proposed legislation, and 
no doubt if the association would consent to have this ques- 
tion referred back to the committee for some further consi- 
deration, the committee would be able to outline something 
that would be more definite, and would meet the views, I 
am sure, of the majority of the delegates to the Union. I 
think probably, sir, a motion that the resolution or rather 
the report of the committee be referred back to be reported 
upon to-morrow would be in order and I have pleasure in 
making that motion. 

Mayor Read (Owen Sound) — I think that perhaps the 
resolution as it stands should be passed. From what I 
understand from the Executive Committee, that it is such an 
important question, it seems to me impossible for the execu- 
tive to deal with it at this meeting. The resolution as put 
forward there is more to let the Executive Committee next 
year, whoever they may be, take it into serious considera- 
tion, and if they can formulate some scheme that will be ad- 
vantageous to the different municipalities that wish to amal- 
gamate to borrow money, that they formulate that scheme 
and lay it before the difierent legislatures of the Provinces, 
and have them ask to give the different municipalities power 
to borrow along that line. 
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Mayor Arbuthuot — As this matter has taken the ear of th« 
meetii g, I think if you would explain the thing to them they 
would understand it better vvlunit comes back. 

President Uowland — I think the resolution itself, in the 
hasty draft in which it is presented, does not express what 
the committee desires to submit, and therefore the resolution 
itsf If ought to be recommitted to the executive, to be brought 
down afresh to-morrow, that is, to send it back to the com- 
mittee on resolutions, which I may add has yet to be properly 
constituted. l>y adding some members of the convention to the 
executive. On this particular subject J may say that the 
object has been alluded to in a manner that shows a compre- 
hension of its general principles by the mover. The object 
is to enable municipalities of Canada, (which are the whole 
of Canada, distributed into sections, but w^hich in the aggre- 
gate are the whole of Canada), to borrow the very large sums 
which they do borrow annually, and maintain the immense 
Jebt which they do maintain, on some terms which more 
nearly approach those of the Dominion of Canada. The debts 
. of the municipalities of Canada, in the aggregate, amount to 
about one hundred millions of dollars, an amount of debt 
which, if it took a consolidated and recognized shape upon 
the market in some kind of permanent and non-fluctuating 
foru), derived from one central authority, and not depending 
upon the recognition given in foreign countries to an indivi- 
dual village or individual township or individual city in 
Canada, would be a very permanent and a very important 
public security and public fund, and must necessarily hold a 
higher rank than the majority of the municipal securities 
that are now placed upon the market, enjoy. 

The representative from Peterborough has said that his 
favourite locality is able to place its debentures at 3J per 
cent. I think that the city of Montreal and the city of 
Toronto will go on their knees to the municipality of Peter- 
borough and beg to be admitted into the same favoured 
quarter which confers such privilege* upon that municipality. 

Now, whatever local influences and local capitalists may 
assist any small individual municipality to obtain specially 
favourable rates for small advances, we know that no such 
rate is obtainable by the majority of the municipalities of 
Canada. We know that the great city of Montreal cannot 
count on getting three per cent, securities on the London or 
New York market. I know that the city of Toronto at one 
time endeavoured to place some three per cent, securities. 
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They were placed, and the banks which took them had to 
carry them for a long time, and were unable to dispose of 
them until the city of Toronto is.sued its next securities on a 
3J per cent, basis, and some arrangement was made by dis- 
count and otherwise to make some rate which better corre- 
sponded with the expectations and desires of the financial 
market, i know that the fixed rates of the Toronto securities 
is 3J per cent, and I know we do not get those placed at par. 
Now, that is for the very best securities of the city of Toronto, 
the longest dates, and the largest amounts which in the 
aggregate is only fifty per cent, of the annual issues, that is 
in small amounts for local purposes — local assessments, for 
short* terms, and I know, because they pass through my 
hands, — I know the treasurer's recommendations, and I know 
that they cannot obtain any such favourable rates as 3^ per 
cent. Now, the city of Montreal — I don't know the exact 
terms on which it deals with its small local issues, for purely 
local purposes, but if they are issued in small amounts, and 
for short terms, I think that their treasurer will probably 
bear me out in saying that they do not realise at 3 per cent, 
the 3J per cent, rate ; but apart from the cities of Montreal 
and Toronto, there are the other municipalities of the country, 
the smaller towns and cities and rural municipalities, all of 
which have some debts, and are issuing debts larger and 
smaller, for longer and shorter periods. These have to be 
placed upon the credit and renown of the particular munici- 
pality involved, and of what use is it for one of these small 
municipalities to endeavour to place its bonds upon any great 
financial market ? Why, it is utterly unknown ; it has no 
agencies that would avail it for the purpose, and the conse- 
quence is, it is entirely at the mercy of local financiers, and of a 
few financiers in the cities of Canada, and they of course place 
a value, and require a rate which corresponds to the local 
disadvantages that the rannicipality suffers. 

Now, if you put the whole of those municipalities to- 
gether — and I say they have an aggregate debt of tens of 
millions — probably forty per cent, of the aggregate one 
hundred millions municipal debt of the Dominion of Canada, 
is composed of the small amounts from these smaller muni- 
cipalities, that the great cities do not comprehend more than 
50 or 60 per cent.; and therefore I consider it a very im- 
portant question whether by some kind of union — some kind 
of solidification, and of consolidation, of their issue of 
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securities, they may not put it on a higher basis which will 
secure it at less cost to each and every municipality. 

It is said that a subject of that kind is of no interest to 
the great cities like Montreal and Toronto, and that Montreal 
and Toronto — and perhaps I should add Peterborough — are 
able to obtain their money on such extremely favourable 
terms that they have no advantage to gain. Now, if they 
have no advantage to gain, have they anything to risk ? 
They do not risk anything by being a part of the Dominion 
of Canada, and the Dominion of Canada issues debts on the 
credit of every one of us. We are all guarantors of that 
debt, and to a greater extent than our aggregate municipal 
debt, and I do not think we feel any the worse for it. I do not 
think if financiers would accept such a proposition, on properly 
guarded terms, such as have been thought and discussed — I do 
not think any municipality that would be concerned in the 
operation, could suffer by it. If there was no risk of credit 
or liability imposed upon the great cities, then I think it 
would behoove them to think long and deeply before they 
declined to join in a movement for the alleviation of the con- 
dition of all the municipalities surrounding them in their res- 
pective provinces, because they say it might be a benefit to them 
but it would be of no benefit to us. That might be said, per- 
haps, of some political capital, which owes nothing to the 
country that surrounded it, but for a commercial capital of a 
province to vSay that it owes nothing, and that it has no 
interest in the prosperity of the surrounding country, seems to 
me to be a contradiction in terms of political equity, and I 
might say in political morals and economic justice. The great 
commercial cities which are the entrepots of a great pro- 
vince derive their prosperity from the prosperity of the coun- 
try behind them, and owe it to the people behind them that 
they exist — they owe to its prosperity the degree of pros- 
perity that they enjoy as a capital city, and as commercial 
entrepots. Therefore I think it would be the most inconsistent 
and ungrateful position in the world for a great commercial 
city in the position of a commercial capital of any great pro- 
vince, to say that it owed no duty to the rest of that province, 
but should end**avour to improve the position of each and 
every part of it, if it could be done by any action on the part 
of that great commercial city which did no harm or injury to 
the commercial city itself. That is a view which I think'ought 
to appeal to our great cities in this Dominion, and there are 
very tew of them in the position of Toronto and Montreal. I 
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may say that the matter was canvassed considerably in the 
executive, — I say considerably, in the short half hour or 
so that there has been an opportunity of going into the details 
of the matter. The view that the executive arrived at was, 
that we would be doing a good service to all the municipalities 
if we would facilitate the gettiiig of the benefit of the credit 
that the Dominion of Canada enjoys in one form for the im- 
mense mass of securities issued by public authority through- 
out the Dominion in another form. (Applause.) 

Mayor Rosevear — Mr. President, it seems to be the desire 
of the association to refer this matter to the executive for 
further consideration, and having withdrawn the first resolu- 
tion I beg to second the motion that this resolution be refer- 
red back to the executive for further consideration, to be 
brought forward again at the next session of this convention 
at this meeting. 

President Howland — It has been moved and seconded that 
the motion on the subject of financial union be referred back 
to the committee on resolutions, to be reported to the next 
session of this meeting. 

Alderman Hubbard (Toronto) — Mr. Chairman, I am very 
glad that this matter is to be referred back, as there are a 
number of new members here who perhaps did not have an 
opportuiiityof hearing this resolution at the last meeting of the 
Union. It is a most important matter, and should not be 
passed upon in haste. I have heard some of the criticisms 
that were hurled against this motion last year, and some of 
that criticism emanated from men engaged in financial busi- 
ness in the city of Toronto. I don't think you can count on 
the support of those gentlemen to give you any assistance in 
passing a measure of this kind. I think I was a member of 
the City Council of the city of Toronto during the time that 
the last lot of debentures were sold, and the highest price that 
we obtained in 1897 was 97.10 for the debentures. In 
1898 we sold, I think, $1,200,000 of debentures of 
the city of Toronto, and I think obfained the highest 
price that ever had been obtained in Canada. We 
obtained 103.18 for those debentures. Now, I do not 
suppose that this proposition is going to benefit the great city 
of Montreal, or perhaps some of the other larger cities that 
obtain favourable rates, but it will benefit smaller cities and 
towns throughout this Dominion. We know, as a matter of 
fact, that financiers are lending their money, and brokers who 
deal in these debentures, will take the debentures of most of 
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the towns and cities throughout Canada, showing that they 
appreciate the value of those debentures by purchasing^ them, 
in the first instance at all, but they make the smaller towns 
pay a much enhanced interest over the larger cities, Now, I 
think the olyect of this resolution is to enquire into and see 
if some legislation can be proposed and carried through the 
various legislatures of the provinces, whereby we may all be 
placed on the same footing. I have known some of these 
small towns to pay very large prices — very large interest on 
the debentures they have issued from time to time. As the 
country is new, and most of our cities and towns have to do 
a great deal of work in the streets and roads, we cannot 
afford to tax the people each year, for the amount of work 
that is done in that year, and in consequence, all of us have 
to issue debentures, and it would be of the greatest import- 
ance to the cities and towns throughout the whole 
Dominion of Canada, if we were enabled to obtain 
the interest at as low a rate as the larger towns and 
centres of population, well known in the money markets of the 
world, as it seems to me the larger we grow, the cheaper 
becomes the rate, and if some proposition of this kind could 
be enacted, whereby we would all stand together, whether 
we gain in the larger centres or not — even suppose we gain 
nothing in the larger centres, we at least would have the 
pleasure and satisfaction of assisting those not as strong 
financially as we are ourselves in the larger centres. 
(Applause.) This is the proposition in brief without using 
any more words over it, and I would very gladly send it back 
to the executive, at least assist in doing so by my vote, not 
perhaps so much for revision by the executive, after the 
information the President has given us, but for the purpose 
that the new membera, those who have joined the 
Association more recently, should have a few hours to con- 
sider the proposition, and I believe when they consider it 
and look carefully into it they will come to the same con- 
clusion that I have reached, that if the scheme — or perhaps 
I should say proposition, because I do not like the word 
" scheme " — can be carried through, it would be of the greatest 
advantage to the whole Dominion of Canada. (Applause.) 

President Howl and — Moved that the report on financial 
union be referred back to the Committee on Resolutions to be 
reported on at a later session of this convention. 

Carried unanimously. 
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Mayor Cook — I would like to call the attention of the asso- 
ciation to section F, clause 8 of the constitution. I think some 
action should be taken upon that, and that it would be advis- 
able to do so to-night. 

President Rowland — That provision of the constitution is 
that " during the convention such members of the last year s 
executive as are continuing delegates, shall form a Committee 
on Resolutions, with such delegates as may be added by the 
convention at its first session for that convention only." I 
think it is very important that we should organize the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions by adding to the executive for that pur- 
pose, and I think it is in order now that motions should be 
made for members to be added to the executive, for the pur- 
pose of forming a Committee on Resolutions. 

Mayor Cook — I would suggest the names of Alderman 
Ames and Alderman Laporte, of Montreal ; Mayor Gelinas, of 
St. Louis ; Mayor Rpsevear, of St. Lambert, and Mayor Beck, 
of London; Alderman Hubbard, of Toronto, and the Mayor of 
New Westminster, B.C., and I therefore beg to move that 
those gentlemen be added to the Committee on Resolutions, 
also Mayor Denne, of Peterborough. 

This resolution was carried unanimously. 

President Howland — Are there any resolutions which mem- 
bers wish to place before the convention for the purpose of 
being referred to the Committee on Resolutions ? 

Mayor Lighthall — I will now read the following notices of 
motion, (Motion relating to Provincial rights), (Dr. Starke's 
Motion). 

Referred to the Committee on Resolutions. 

At 10.30 p.m., the motion to adjourn was carried. 



MINUTES OF MORNING SESSION, 16th SEPTEM- 
BER, 1902. 

The President, hon. secretary and all the vice-presidents 
being in session of Executive Committee when the delegates 
arrived for business, the Convention was continued by the 
assistant secretary, Mr. M. P. Cochrane, who requested the 
delegates present to name one of their number as Chairman. 
Mayor Sinclair, of Tilsonburg, was then elected Chairman 
and Mr. Cochrane Secretary, pro tem^ and the Convention 
proceeded to consider the business on the programme. 
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The Chairman stated briefly what had been done at the 
previous meeting and asked any delegate present to bring up 
any subject of interest, intimating that those present would 
like to hear some expression of opinion on the subject of Good 
Roads. 

Mr. J. Bruce Payne, of Granby, spoke of the labours of the 
Good Roads Association in the district of Bedford, which were 
principally to convince the farmers that those who were 
urging the work were in most cases disinterested persons, 
intent on the benefit of the public in general and the farmer 
in particular. They seemed hard to teach, and the question 
of the commutation of statute labor difficult of comprehension 
by them, still he thought that some progress had been made 
and was anxious to learn from the delegates any hints that 
could be given from their experience. He gave some in- 
stances of what had been done in the village of Granby, where 
certain streets had been macadamized and the results had 
been most satisfactory. The farmers were afraid of more 
taxes and the Councils were afraid of debts, so it was hard 
work between them to make much progress. His view was 
that statute labor should be abolished and more money spent 
on the making of roads that would not require eternal repairs, 
wh'ch hardly kept them in satisfactory condition owing to 
the methods now in vogue. 

Dr. Stark, of the township of Finch, spoke of the work in 
his county, which was facilitated by the fact that they had 
plenty of gravel and gave much attention to the manner of 
drainage, making deep and wide drains. He thought the 
farmers ought to be compelled to keep the roadside opposite 
their farms cleared of brush and weeds. They expected in 
the near future to accomplish the commutation of statute 
labor and to spend more money in building of good roads. 

In reply to an enquiry as to the methods of building roads, 
Mr. Payne stated drainage was the first principle of road 
building, and could not be too much impressed on those 
desirous of good results. In their town streets, they had put 
in first, large stone, of perhaps 12 to 15 inch circumference, 
then about 4 inches of heavy macadam, then a smaller 
broken stone to fill up interstices, rolling thoroughly as the 
work proceeded, and finishing with a fine stuff to a nice 
crown, a total depth of 12 to 14 inches, well drained at each 
side, and having a fall of 18 in., from crown to gutter, with a 
depth of about 25 to 27 feet in the town, and 8 or 9 feet 
throughout the country. Granby has paid some $3,500 
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every year on roads, some of which are no better than 25 
years ago, and continually require repairs; this sum, if 
capitalized, would have given miles and miles of good roads, 
requiring little annual outlay. 

Mr. Boughner, of the County of Norfolk, said that some- 
times we arrive at a certain point, more certainly and satis- 
factorily by degrees. Prior to some 25 years ago, their county 
had done little or nothing about good roads, then some of us 
got an idea that we could improve matters by the commuta- 
tion of statute labor, and spending more on the building of 
roads, and a great improvement has been made. We bought 
gravel pits, and made appropriation for other material, and if 
we had a good pathmaster with progressive ideas and experi- 
ence, we kept him on, and have thus j^reatly improved our 
country roads. The municipality took a plebiscite on the 
question of the abolition of statute labor, but it was lost by 
a small majority, but we are gradually gaining ground, and 
will ultimately reach the goal. 

Aid. Waddell (Hamilton) spoke of the large expenditure 
of the County of Wentworth in this direction. 

The following resolution was read by Mayor Brossard 
(Laprairie), seconded by Mayor Godraer (St. Jerome\ who 
spoke at some length on the subject in French : 

Resolution Respecting the Improvement of Roads. 

Moved by Mayor Brossard and the other delegates of the 
village of Laprairie, Quebec, supported by Mayor A. Godmer 
and Councillor Dr. J. Em. Fournier (St. Jerome, Que.) : 

" That a petition be presented to the Quebec Legislature 
praying for a modification of the Municpal Code relative to 
the improvement of public highways, with the view of 
authorizing the local councils to expend, in the construction 
of macadamized roads, a sum of money not exceeding fifteen 
hundred dollars or one thousand dollars, in virtue of a simple 
resolution instead of by a by-law as required by the law 
actually in force, provided always that such resolution be 
subject to the approval of the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council, and that the work be approved by the Government 
engineers." 

It was suggested that the Government be respectfully 
requested to amend the law so that local councils will not be 
obliged to have the concurrence of county councils before 
obtaining a stone crusher, but that each municipality may 
have power to obtain one directly from the (lovernment. 
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It was further suggested that the Government be respect- 
fully requested to grant a sum of $5,000.00 to $10,000 in 
prizes for the best work done during a certain period ; said 
sum to be distributed after a competition of parishes or even 
counties. 

Dr. Brisson, ex-mayor, continued in English, and explained 
the motion, which was referred to the Committee on Resolu- 
tions. 

Bureau of Information. 

The following resolution was then introduced by Mayor 
Sinclair (Tilsonburg), and 

Moved by Mayor Klotz (Preston), seconded by City Clerk 
Kingston (London): 

" That the Executive Committee of this Union be instructed 
to take such steps as may be necessary to establish a bureau 
or department for the collection and imparting of information 
and facts of interest to municipalities." 

Referred to Committee on Resolutions. 

The Executive Committee then came in (11.15 a.m.) ; and 
the President took the chair and submitted the good roads 
proposition, on which some discussion followed, and on being 
voted upon it was referred to the Committee on Resolutions. 

A letter of invitation from the Harbour Commissioners was 
read, and the secretary was instructed to reply accepting the 
invitation for such time as could be arranged, and to convey 
the following resolution to the secretary of the board. 

Moved by Alderman Hubbard, and seconded by City Clerk 
Kingston (London), that : 

" This Union accept with much pleasure the kind invitation 
of the Harbour Commissioners of Montreal to inspect the 
harbour and the works now in progress, and that the secre- 
tary be instructed to convey the cordial thanks of the dele- 
gates for this courtesy." Carried. 

The secretary also read a letter of invitation from the 
Numismatic and Antiquarian Society to the delgates asking 
them to visit the Chateau de Ramezay. 

Moved by Mayor Sinclair (Tilsonburg), seconded by Alder- 
man Waddell (Hamilton) : 

"That this Union desire to convey to the secretary and 
officers of the Numismatic and Antiquarian Society their 
appreciation of the kind invitation to visit the Chateau de 
Ramezay, and that the secretary be instructed to express their 
thanks for the courtesy extended to them." Carried. 
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The Executive Committee then made their report, and 
presented the following resolution, which had been approved 
by the Committee on Resolutions. 

Moved by Alderman Stroud (Ottawa), seconded by Coun- 
cillor Whear (Charlottetown : : 

''That in the opinion of this Union it is desirable that 
legislation should be enacted making it compulsory on the 
part of companies operating public franchises, and their 
employees, in the event of any grave dispute or disagreement 
between them which might tend to public inconvenience, dis- 
order and loss of property, to resort to a properly constituted 
tribunal or referee for settlement of such dispute, and that the 
executive be authorized to seek the necessary legislation in 
this direction." 



AFTERNOON SESSION, 16th SEPTEMBER, 1902. 

On the invitation of Mayor Lighthall, the delegates met 
at Westmount about 3.00 p.m., and were received by a commit- 
tee of olBScers of the town, who escorted them through the 
Park, the Town Hall and the Municipal Library. 

The Convention was continued in Victoria Hall, the Presi- 
dent in the chair. The secretary read the motion on bureau 
of information which had been passed by the Committee on 
Resolutions. 

Mayor Sinclair (Tilsonburg) spoke of the benefit to be 
derived from a central bureau, where statistics might be 
obtained relating to municipal experiences in various lines. 
The cost of lighting plants and the expense of their operation, 
facts relating to the care of streets, water supplies, etc., from 
different places, compiled in comparative statements, would be 
most useful and much appreciated. 

Mayor Cook (Ottawa) agreed with the mover and consi- 
dered that such a department would be useful in a general 
way. It might be found practicable in time to publish a year 
book showing what had been done in different municipalities. 

Aid. Jaffray (Gait) said he felt sure that if the matter was 
brought before the Government they would recognize its 
usefulness and probably contribute toward its support. 

Mayor Lighthall remarked that all such detail involved 
expense and that, as pointed out in his report, additional 
income must be provided to meet the larger outlay. This 
would necessitate larger fees ; the matter was now under 
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consideration by the executive, who would make provision 
for some such outlay which, however, at present must be con- 
fined to very limit. 

City Clerk Kingston(London)also spoke to the motion, advo- 
cating the collection of all data available and the contribution 
of facts and sufforestions from all members of the Union. 

The motion was put and carried unanimously. 

The New Telephone Bill 

Moved by Mayor Arbuthnot (Winnipeg), seconded by Dr. 
Starke (Berwick ) : 

*' That the Union of Canadian Municipalities having heard 
with satisfaction of the intention of the Dominion Government 
to consult the Executive Committee of this Union in the draft- 
ing of the forthcoming Government bill concerning telephone 
companies, hereby specially authorizes and instructs 
the Executive Committee to press this business to a conclu- 
sion, in the interests of the municipalities of the Dominion, 
large and small, so that they may obtain and retain their 
riijhtful control on the streets in connection with the tele- 
phone business, full facilities, if desired, for control of local 
franchises, government control of all long distance connection, 
effective control of rates and class of instruments and service, 
and all other protection to municipal bodies and citizens they 
may find it possible to secure." 

Registration Expenses. 

Moved by Alderman T. R. Waddell (Hamilton, Ont.), 
seconded by Mayor Cook (Ottawa): 

" That in the opinion of this Convention, all expenses of 
provincial registration and election should be borne by the 
respective provinces, and that this Union assist municipali- 
ties of the different provinces in obtaining the required 
legislation." 

Referred to Committee on Resolutions. 

Acquisition Beyond Limits. 

Moved by Mayor Lighthall (Westmount), seconded by 
Mayor Rosevear (St. Lamberfi : 

" That in virtue of the growing importance of electrical 
power, and the need of providing in advance for the growing 
needs of towns, respecting parks and recrewtion grounds, this 
Union recommends to and authorizes the Executive Com- 
anittee, to assist legislation by municipalities with a view to 
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obtaining power to acquire for municipal purposes, water 
powers, parks, and other properties at any distance beyond 
the existing limits of any one municipality." 

Referred to Committee on Resolutions. 

On motion to adjourn, the delegates proceeded to the park 
where a luncheon had been provided, and to the sound of the 
town band, enjoyed afternoon tea with a large gathering of 
Westmount citizens. A vote of thanks to Mayor Lighthall 
and the committee, was proposed by Mayor Cook, and 
seconded in a humorous speech by Dr. Starke, after which 
the delegates found their way back to Montreal . 



• TUESDAY EVENING, SEPTEMBER 16th, 1902. 

The Convention was called to order by the President. 

President Howland — The Executive Committee have been 
endeavoring to get through as much as possible of the business 
of the convention this evening, which will account for the 
lateness of the hour in opening the session, but which I am 
sure, at the same time, will facilitate business. I will ask the 
secretary to report the resolutions, and the report of the com- 
mittee upon them. 

Mayor Lighthall — Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen : The first 
resolution which has been considered by the executive and 
drafted is that on the 

New Telephone Bill. 

It has been moved by Mayor Arbuthnot, of Winnipeg, 
seconded by Dr. Starke, of Berwick : 

** That the Union of Canadian Municipalities having heard 
with satisfaction of the intention of the Dominion Govern- 
ment to consult the Executive Committee of this Union in the 
drafting of the forthcoming Government bill concerning tele- 
phone companies, hereby specially authorizes and instructs the 
Executive Committee, to press this business to a conclusion, in 
the interests of the municipalities of the Dominion, large and 
small, so that they may obtain and retain their rightful 
control of the streets in connection with the telephone 
business; full facilities, if desired, for control of local fran- 
chises ; government control of all long distance connection, 
effective control of rates, and class of instruments and service ; 
and all other protection to municipal bodies and citizens they 
may find it possible to secure . " 
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President Howland — Moved and seconded that this motion 
be adopted. Are you ready for the question ? 

The vote bein^ taken, the President declaied the motion 
carried unanimously. 

Mayor Lighthall — The second resolution is one which was 
placed in our hands by Alderman Ames, who moved it, and 
which reads as follows : The subject of the motion is 

Home Rule for Cities. 

" That this Convention being fully convinced that the rights 
of municipalities, within reasonable limits, to manage their 
own affairs, is one of their most sacred privileges, and being 
aware of the fact that hitherto this right has been not in- 
frequently infringed upon by legislation at the instance, and 
for the benefit of private parties, hereby affirms the necessity 
for complete recognition of the sphere of municipal action, 
and voices the determination to unitedly resist all encroach- 
ments by parliament or any legislature, upon local rights.*' 

We have divided the motion of Alderman Ames, which 
contains another part which I will read later. 

Mayor Rosevear — I have much pleasure in seconding the 
motion. 

The motion being put to the meeting was carried unani- 
mously. 

Mayor Lighthall — The second part of Alderman Ames' 
motion is as follows : — 

" That in the opinion of this convention municipal charters 
should be as elastic as possible, so as to enable changes to be 
made therein without constant recourse to the provincial 
legislatures when, after referendum,the will of the citizens has 
been made evident." 

Mayor Beck — I second this motion, Mr. Chairman. 

Mayor Read (Owen Sound) — Mr. Chairman, as a member 
of the executive, I do not like to see these resolutions going 
through without some discussion on them. Some of these 
are very important, and I would like to hear from different 
members of the Union. This is an important resolution, 
especially to municipalities that have not granted a franchise 
to street railways. I know, representing the town of Owen 
Sound, that we came pretty near losing our franchise, or 
charter for the town of Owen Sound. This is an important 
resolution, for the simple reason that I do not think that any 
municipal body elected for one year, like in the province of 
Ontario, should have the power to give any franchises for 
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nothing. I think it should be by a vote of the people. It 
does not matter whether it is a street railway franchise or 
any other f ratichise, and that is one reason why I am support- 
ing this resolution. I believe that the law should be changed. 
As it is at present, even without the knowledge of the people 
or the ratepayers, if a company thinks a franchise, or a 
charter for a street railway, is worth obtaining, they can 
easily obtain it under the present law, and you know, accord- 
ing to the law, that after the charter is given by the local 
House, the municipal council has only to pass a resolution 
that they are willing for the company to receive that charter. 
I would like to hear from some of the delegates in this 
connection. 

Mayor Rosevear — I think we all sympathize with the 
views of the gentleman who has just spoken, but I think he 
is somewhat out of order. This resolution does not contem- 
plate the giving away of charters as I take it, and I there- 
fore think he is out of order. 

President Rowland — I think, perhaps, the delegate from 
Owen Sound has misunderstood to some extent the purpose of 
some of the words, which are used in a duplicate sense. As I 
understand it, the resolution refers merely to the charter 
powers of self-government of cities, and that any alteration 
in their powers should be within their own jurisdiction, pro- 
vided it has received the assent of their own ratepayers, 
without recourse to legislation for every improvement and 
variation that they may require in regard to the operation of 
their own affairs. 

The subject to which the Mayor of Owen Sound has referred 
is undoubtedly an important one in itself, and I think it is 
only fair to him and the views he entertains, that he should 
be under the impression that by passing this we have covered 
that ground. If it is desirable, that subjeiet should be con- 
sidered and made a subject of a separate motion. It is not 
covered by this particular resolution. 

I may say that there is a good deal in favor of the motion 
which is before us, apart from any very general considerations, 
and on this account, that the local legislatures are being 
worried, and their time being taken up, and injustice very 
often perpetrated on the interest and convenience of other 
municipalities by applications for a general change of the 
municipal law, promoted by some particular municipality to 
suit its individual convenience. The legislature of Ontario 
has about one-third of its time taken up by municipal legisla- 
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tion, and the applications for this legislntion, coming from 
individual municipalities which discovered some little rust in 
their wheels, or some diflSculty in their working, and they 
obtain a change in the law, which may be very inconvenient 
to other municipalities, and which has nothing to warrant it, 
as a general rule of law on account of questions of local con- 
venience. 

Alderman Stroud (Ottawa) — The party in whose name 
the motion is made should present the motion direct to the 
body, and explain to us what is contained in that motion. I 
think that would assist us very much in our work. It is 
altogether foreign to me from the reading of the motion, but 
if I understand the President's remarks, it is simply this : I 
understand the Ontario law to be that no municipality can 
give an electric franchise extending over twenty years. 

The President — That is in Ontario. 

Alderman Stroud — Now, should they desire to give a 
franchise for thirty years, instead of going to the legislature 
and asking them for special legislation on that account, the 
idea of the motion is to submit the question and take a 
plebiscite or referendum of the people, and let them say so. 

The President — It merely refers to the form of administra- 
tion and operation of particular municipalities. If it were a 
question of enlarging their powers, and giving them greater 
powers over subject matters, that would be a substantial ques- 
tion in itself. It merely means that taking their charters, 
they should have the power to amend the machinery of self- 
fifovernment. 

Mayor Read — The way I understand the resolution is, that 
it has reference to municipal charters. In Ontario, of course, 
the Government grants the charter. Municipal corporations 
have nothing to do with the charter, except in this respect, 
that the Provincial Government will not grant a charter for 
a municipality unless a resolution is passed by the municipa- 
lity that they are willing the Government should grant the 
charter in question, and therefore I do not think I was out of 
order, because in the case I referred to, the company wanted 
us to pass a resolution allowing them to get a charter, or 
allowing them to approach the Ontario Legislature for the 
purpose of obtaining a charter, and the Ontario Government 
would not give them the charter without our sanctioning it. 

Alderman Hall (Peterboro) — It seems to me that the use of 
the word "charter" is causing the whole trouble. How would 
that affect the resolution already in, in connection with the 
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granting of bonuses ? Is the idea to enable municipalities to 
grant bonuses if they want to, because it would seem as if 
that were included in that resolution. 

The President — I think if we used the word " municipal 
organization" it will remove all these doubts. It merely means 
they may change their own mode, and would not apply to the 
question of what powers they should exercise. The powers 
they should exercise would be a grant, and definition by the 
legislature, but this only applies to the form of administration 
of such powers as they possess. 

Councillor Walker (Westmount) — Who is to be the judge as 
to the extent of this elasticity in the charter ? Are munici- 
palities to know in what measures they have the right to 
extend their powers, or is the idea that authority to extend 
their powers or change particulars in connection with their 
municipal government, should be drawn from the people of 
the municipality rather than from the legislature ? — is that 
the idea ? Because I can see the question as to what elasticity 
of rights was being conferred, would lead to confusion at once. 

The President — It is unfortunate that Alderman Ames, the 
mover of the resolution, who has given it a great deal of 
thouo;ht, and who has moved it with special reference to the 
experience of the city of Montreal, is not here to explain 
the matter. Perhaps we might reserve that until he is 
present. 

Mayor Lighthall — Or an amendment might be made as to 
the word " charter." 

The President — It is moved in amendment that this 
motion be referred back to the Committee on Resolutions for 
further elaboration. 

Alderman Laporte — I would ask this motion be left on the 
table until Alderman Ames* arrives, because we had souje 
conversation on that motion. 

Level Crossings. 

Mayor Lighthall — The next motion which has been approved 
by the Committee is on the subject of level crossings, and is 
as follows : — 

** That in view of the numerous lives which are being lost 
from year to year through level crossings in populous muni- 
cipalities of Canada, and among them that of a councillor of 
the county of Waterloo — Mr. Shaw — killed during the past 
year near the city of Berlin, Ontario, at a level crossing 
while on the way to a council meeting ; 
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" That the Executive -Oommittee of the Union is hereby 
instructed to support and tabe ^any measures which they may 
iind practicable to obtain the paSstge of legislation which 
will remedy the abuse and to aid by alt'means in their power 
any municipality which may require their assistance to 
that end." 

Mayor Arbuthnot — I have much pleasure in moving this 
resolution, Mr. Chairman. 

Thf^ motion was seconded and carried unanimouslv. 

Mayor Lighthall — The recommendation of the committee 
in regard to the motion made by Councillor Desaulniers 
(St. Lambert), to the effect that the Provincial Vice-Presidents 
for Ontario and Quebec, which are largely represented in the 
Union, should be increased, is that the number should be 
increased from two at present, to four, and in that way form 
a more complete Provincial Committee. 

Mayor Beck — I have much pleasure in moving that the 
clause relating to the Committee be altered to read that four 
Vice-Presidents constitute the executive, with the President 
of the Union — four Vice-Presidents for the Province of 
Ontario, and four Vice-Presidents for the Province of Quebec. 
I think that will cover the motion. 

Alderman Stroud — I have much pleasure in seconding the 
motion. 

Mayor Lighthall — I would like to hear the opinions of 
members from the Province of Quebec, because it was the 
Province of Quebec members who originated the idea, and we 
have always been very careful not to interfere in any way 
with the wishes of the provincial members on any provincial 
<]uestion. 

The Mayor of Ste. Cunegonde — It seems to me that the 
addition of more vice-presidents, for the Province of Quebec 
at least, would serve the purpose of introducing more interest 
on the part of the French municipalities of this province, and 
therefore we agree with that part of the proposal, and also 
suggest that in some form a French secretary should be 
appointed by the Provincial Executive, who should servo the 
purpose of making translations, and of furthering the interests 
of the Union with different municipalities in this province. 

The President — Of course the question of the appointment 
of a special secretary means a question of expense. We have 
a vice-presirlent for Quebec, and a general secretary for the 
whole Union, who, fortunately, is the possessor of both 
languages, as I think it is the duty of every citizen of this 
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great nation to be, if he wishes to be in full possession of an 
understanding of the dual interests of a nation growing out 
of two great races ; but the question of appointing a special 
secretary for that purpose involves a question of expense, and 
I think it is one of those matters that roight be left to the 
Executive of the Province itself, when they find they have 
funds enough for the purpose, or the General Executive, when 
they find they have enough funds for the purpose, and when- 
ever we cease to have the advantage of a general secretary 
who has that duplicate accomplishment which is so necessary 
for the purpose. 

Alderman Laporte — My friend the Mayor of Ste. Cune 
gonde has made a suggestion that is a very practical one, 
but I understand that his view in making that suggestion is to 
try to get the French municipalities more interested, as you 
all know that we have some municipalities represented by 
councillors who do not know a word of English, and it is quite 
possible that many members do not understand English at all. 
What the Mayor of Ste. Cunegonde meant by his remarks is : 
thai on account of the fact that all the correspondence in 
connection with the affairs of the TTnion is made in English, 
would explain how it has happened that so few French 
municipalities are represented here in this Convention, and 
that is what he intended to correct for the next Convention, 
but I think his object can be obtained just as well if it were 
provided in the constitution that this committee of four vice- 
presidents would have the right to appoint an assistant 
secretary of the local board, who would be considered an 
assistant secretary of the local board. The Province of 
Ontario has four delegates, and they might appoint a local 
secretary as well as the Province of Quebec, if they wish to 
do so. 

Mayor Beck — I think that could come in as a separate 
resolution, and allow my motion to stand as it is, and then 
brinor [n another resolution. I think it is rather a matter 
apart from the amendment I have made. We felt that the 
clause in the constitution would cover the matter, by increas- 
ing the representation on that committee by appointing four 
vice-presidents. I think this matter should be brought up 
in a separate resolution. 

Mayor Lighthall — There is no trouble about such an 
assistant-secretary. We could always appoint one, if it were 
deemed advisable. 
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Alderman Stroud — Do I understand it is the desire of the 
French members to have a permanent assistant secretary, or 
is it simply one nominated to translate the motions at the 
meetings ? 

Alderman Laporte — I would not insist on that suggestion. 
I think it would be just as well to leave the matter open, and 
that each local board — the four vice-presidents — may nominate 
a local secretary if they want to . 

The President — Those in favor of the motion to amend the 
article of the constitution, by providing for four vice-presi- 
dents instead of two for the provinces of Ontario and Quebec 
respectively, will please say aye. 

The motion was carried unanimously, 

Acquisition of Property Beyond the Limits. 

Mayor Lighthall — The next motion is connected with the 
acquisition of property beyond the limits of municipalities, 
and is as follows : 

Moved by Mayor Lighthall, seconded by Mayor Rosevear : 

" That in virtue of the growing importance of electrical 
power, and the need of providing in advance for the growing 
needs of towns respecting parks and recreation grounds, this 
Union recommends to, and authorizes the Executive Commit- 
tee, to assist legislation by municipalities in the matter of 
obtaining power to acquire, for municipal purposes, water 
powers, parks, and other properties at any distance beyond 
the existing limits of any one municipality." 

Councillor Walker— I would like to ask the question whether 
municipal corporations do not already possess the power of 
acquiring property outside their own limits. It should not 
be necessary to ask for powers which they already possess. 

The President — Of course we may not be all in the same 
position with regard to the different provinces. I can only 
speak for the Province of Ontario, that the present position 
is, that there is no power for a municipality to acquire a 
water power or the means of creating electrical power out- 
side of its own limits. We had an experience in the city of 
Toronto which initiated a movement to enable municipalities 
to obtain such power, with the express reference to the 
greatest power, probably, in the world — the falls of Lake 
Erie into Lake Ontario, at Niagara, a power possessed by the 
Province of Ontario, which it was disposing of at the time, 
to private companies in a manner to exclude all other means 
of obtaining a share of that, and we applied to have careful

conditions imposed upon the companies, and also to enable 
municipalities themselves to have rights of acquisition o£ 
part of those powers. Those rights were refused. They did 
not exist at the time, and they do not exist now. We have, 
in the Province of Ontario, certain limited rights to acquire 
the privilege of collecting water for water supply in our 
cities, but that is limited to a very short distance from the 
cities. On account of the prevailing influence of certain 
existing corporations at the time, which had certain charter 
powers — they never exercised the powers, but they had the 
means of exercising enough influence on the government of 
the province, to prevent the municipality doing anything in 
the matter. 

Alderman Laporte — Do we understand that this acquisi- 
tion can be made in all cases, if those properties are owned 
by the municipal corporations, or by private corporations ? I 
might say that in Quebec we have the right to purchase pro- 
perty outside our limits. 

Mayor Lighthall — Not all kinds of property. 

The motion being put to the meeting was declared carried 
unanimously. 

Bonuses. 

Mayor Lighthall — The next motion is one with reference 
to the abolition of exemptions and bonuses. 

It is moved by Alderman Waddell (Hamilton), seconded by 
Alderman Best (Peterborough) : 

" That this Union petition the legislatures of the various 
Provinces of the Dominion to entirely abolish bonuses to 
manufacturers by municipalities, and that the municipalities 
be requested to individually present similar petitions to their 
respective legislatures." 

Now, I may say that some of the Committee were against 
permitting this resolution to be introduced at all. We felt 
that we had to oppose it because it was an inter- municipal 
affair. One municipality might want to give bonuses, and 
we did not see any reason why -within the counsels of this 
Union other municipalities should air their opposition to a 
municipality having that desire. I am for one against having 
this Union commit itself to any principle that only a class or 
a number of municipalities may wish to carry out against one 
or more others. If any wish to give bonuses, I say let them 
give them,, and let us not oppose them, but take up other 
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•questions which we can agree on, rather than those upon 
which our interests differ. 

Alderman Paton (Charlottetown)-^I think, Mr. Chairman, 
this is a question with which we have no right to interfere, 
and I think it is altogether out of our place to entertain such 
■a resolution as that at all. 

The President — I would like to have it understood, as it 
might present an invidious aspect to the Convention, when 
the secretary of the committee in presenting the resolution 
says there was opposition to it, and speaks of it having been 
opposed — I want it to be clearly understood that, after full 
discussion, a large majority of the executive decided that 
this ought to be presented to the Convention. The question 
whether municipalities are prepared to agree to it, is a ques- 
tion for discussion by the Convention. The view taken by 
those who supported the resolution was, that a great many 
municipalities which • had been in the habit of granting 
bonuses had felt that they were granting them under com- 
pulsion of the fact that other municipalities would grant them 
if they did not, and they considered it would be of general 
advantage to all municipalities if a general arrangement 
existed to prevent any municipality offering a bonus, because 
the power of one municipality to oflfer a bonus is a means 
which enables a private manufacturer to extort from the 
municipalities, and the locality to which he was going any 
way, a bonus, as the condition of his going where his interests 
would have led him if there had been no bonus in question. 
Many municipalities are groaning under the results of this 
system, and it has been considered advisable to submit the 
<juestion to the meeting. 

Of course, if the municipalities do not agree by a round 
robin to protect themselves from this system of extortion 
from them by outside parties, no such resolution can be come 
to, but if it is the general feeling of the municipalities that 
it is desirable that they should protect themselves from 
invasions and solicitations of that kind, by coming to a 
uniform agreement registered as law, it will be regarded, I 
think, as a common benefit. Therefore, the majority of the 
-executive thought this resolution ought to be submitted to 
the Union in order that its opinion and sense on this subject 
might be declared. 

Alderman Laporte — I think, sir, that the majority of the 
committee should be congratulated on making this report. 
It is my opinion that this report is certainly the most im- 
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portant and practical one that has been presented to this 
Convention. Our experience in the Province of Quebec has 
cost millions of dollars to the different municipalities, and I 
should say that after many sessions ia Quebec, we succeeded 
in getting a law passed, not to prohibit bonusing completely., 
but to amend the law in such a way as to prevent, during the 
last three years, a large number of bonuses being given. For 
a municipality to be authorized to pay a bonus in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec, two things must be considered. If there is 
no such business in the municipality already established^ 
then the municipality is empowered to grant such a bonus. 
This is certainly a good step to prevent bonuses to be given, 
but it is not quite sufficient, and I think this report is 
certainly one that should be considered and adopted. We all 
know here in the Province of Quebec that some municipali- 
ties, and I might say very close to Montreal, Ste. Cunegonde, 
St Henri, Maisonneuve and some others, have run in debt, 
and are paying to-day a large share of their revenue to cover 
the interest and sinking fund in borrowing money to be 
given to manufacturers that have established themselves in 
the municipalities and abandoned them six months after they 
touched the money. From the experience of the district of 
Montreal at least, and I am sure it is the experience elsewhere,, 
the result has been anything but desirable, and I am sure in 
taking this stand, that I will not only receive the approval of 
all the Montreal taxpayers, but at the same time, the approval 
of those municipalities that are and have been giving bonuses 
for the last ten or fifteen years, and are still giving them, 
because they have been forced to do so. 

Alderman Jaffray (Gait) — Mr. Chairman, I was under the 
impression a few minutes ago that the convention was 
arguing for municipal home rule. Now then you under- 
take to bottle up a municipality through the Legislature 
by this resolution. I may say that I am entirely opposed to 
the spirit of the resolution, not because I do not think that 
bonusing is an evil in itself in some respects, but because 
I think each town or village should have the right to run its 
own afiairs, as far as possible. In the Province of Ontario as 
you know, it is a very hard matter to carry a bonus for a 
manufacturer. It practically means that you must, in order 
to do so, obtain three-fifths of the total votes on the assess- 
ment roll, and against that three-fifths vote is counted those 
who are absentee property owners, so that it almost amounts 
to six-eighths of the actual vote of a municipality in order to. 
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carry a bonus. There is always a nigger in the fence in the 
larger cities. For instance, in the city of Toronto they have 
an Assessment Commissioner, whose fine Italian hand you can 
always discover. These gentlemen of the Toronto City Council 
put through as many schemes as possible in order to induce 
outside manufacturers to locate in Toronto. Well now, we all 
know that a bonus can be given through the assessment just 
as well as by means of cash. The bonus system as it is now 
conducted in the Province of Ontario, enables small munici- 
palities to hold their own. The larger municipalities can 
quietly cut down the assessment to the big manufacturer, 
just as Toronto does in the case of the Massey- Harris Com- 
pany, giving the same advantage that the smaller town would 
do in giving a cash bonus to the manufacturer. I consider 
the spirit of the resolution is an attack on home rule by 
municipalities, and therefore I am opposed to it, and shall 
vote against it. 

Alderman Chant (St. Thomas) — Personally I am very 
strongly in favor of anything that would change the present 
conditions regarding giving bonuses by municipalities, and 
I am heartily in accord with the desires of all who wish to 
better the conditions now existing. I may say that in our 
own municipality of St. Thomas we have lost thouisands and 
thousands of dollars in giving bonuses in years gone by, from 
which we have reaped little or no benefit for work, and I am 
sorry to say we are still in the business, trying to keep up 
our end of the competition. Therefore, I am heartily in accord 
with those who wish to do away with conditions that compel 
us to use such efforts to keep up our end of the battle. How- 
ever, in the Province of Ontario, as has already been pointed 
out, I think we have a law strongly bearing on this matter. 
I believe at the present time it is illegal for one municipality to 
grant a manufacturer already doing business in another 
municipality a bonus. I believe that is illegal. However, we 
know how very easily that is got around and it is being done 
probably every week in the year, so that that law is prac- 
tically a dead letter. All the manufacturers have to do is to 
simply change the name of their organization, if they have 
received a bonus elsewhere, and then move and get the bonus. 

Now, supposing there was an Act passed, saying there 
should be no bonuses given, that is, as we now understand 
bonuses, I suppose it might be taken that a sum of money 
subscribed by a few individuals in the town may be looked 
upon as a bonus although I take it, the law calls bonuses 
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money granted by corporations. I know a certain town where 
a manufacturer was burned out, and he thought of moving 
elsewhere. The town was canvassed to see if they could not 
carry a bonus by-law. It was found after the canvass had 
been made that the people were pretty generally against it. 
Then the business men got together, and they paid in an 
amount aggregating several thousand dollars — four or five 
thousand dollars at least, out of their ow^n private funds, to 
this manufacturer, in order to induce him to remain. Now, 
that for example is one way of circumventing the Act, and 
while I would say I am heartily in accord with the principle 
contained in the resolution, it seems to me one of those things 
which it is very hard to make a law to prohibit, a thing which 
municipalities in some way or other could get around. It 
strikes me in that way, that it is a difficult matter to deal 
with, and I don't know that it is a matter that the Union 
could very well take up without, possibly, burning its 
fingers. 

Mayor Sinclair (Tilsonburg) — I also am very strongly 
opposed to the motion, Mr. Chairman. I think it would result 
in discrimination in favor of the larger municipality against 
the smaller. A smaller municipality has got to remain a 
m^re market town, or get manufactories. The smaller town 
may possess advantages, but it is very hard to get a manu- 
facturer to locate in the small place, where labor conditions 
are not so favorable as in the larger centres, without some 
consideration in the way of a bonus. The smaller municipa- 
lities have to give something to counterbalance the advantages 
of the large municipalities before they can succeed, and I 
think that in Ontario we have all the qualifications for spend- 
ing our own money that are necessary. Everything that is 
done to assist manufacturing from the paving of an alley to 
the closing of a street is now denoted a bonus. I think it is 
a very unjust discrimination against our smaller municipali- 
ties if such a motion should be carried by the Union of Cana- 
dian Municipalities. I know there was a law in Ontario, pre- 
venting the granting of bonuses, but special legislation was 
asked in several instances to enable municipalities to give 
bonuses. 

Mayor Read — I also am against the passing of this motion, 
and I may say that we already have a law in Ontario, pre- 
venting municipalities granting a bonus to any manufacturer 
already established in the municipality. 
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Mayor Lighthall — There is no practical working restriciioD 
that I know of in the Province of Quebec, with regard to 
bonusea 

Alderman Laporte — Oh yes, there is one. 

Mayor Cook — If Mayor Read will pardon me I would like 
to say that the Ontario law goes much further than he has^ 
mentioned. I suppose the gentlemen who presented this 
motion are animated by the feeling of the trials they have 
gone through in Western Ontario. We have heard a good 
deal about one municipality stealing the manufactures from 
another. Of course that is a reprehensible practice, and can 
be condemned. I may say that the Ontario Legislature at 
its session of last year, took away absolutely the home rule 
principle. They go further than Mayor Read has pointed 
out, and under the law now you cannot grant a bonus to 
an industry which already exists in the town, nor can you 
grant a bonus to an industry which already exists in the 

f)rovince, and if that principle is carried out we will no 
onger see the stealing by one municipality from another, 
and the different municipalities throughout Ontario will be 
effectively protected. Under the circumstances I do not see,, 
in view of the existing state of the law, that much benefit 
will be derived from the adoption of the resolution. 

Mayor Rosevear — This motion affects a matter of principle. 
The bonusing system is either right or wrong. I believe 
myself that it is wrong, and I would like to see this associa- 
tion of municipalities give out a certain opinion upon it, and 
affirm the principle that bonusing by municipalities of any 
industry is wrong in principle. Of course there are conflict- 
ing interests here, as we have already discovered — some 
municipalities desire to have the right to induce manufactur- 
ers to leave some other locality less favoured, by offering 
them a bribe to remove, and this has already created a great 
deal of trouble, and has plunged a great number of munici- 
palities hopelessly in debt, in this desire to outdo others by in- 
ducing manufacturers to move from one place to another. The 
whole matter, I think, is wrong in principle, and this Union 
of Municipalities should place itself on record that the prin- 
ciple of bonusing is wrong, and should be discouraged or 
abolished altogether. 

Alderman Hubbard — I must say that I have been amused 
in listening to the discussion of this question. My friend 
from Gait made some very strong statements in regard to a 
particular officer of the corporation of the city of 
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Toronto, and the part he had played in this bonus- 
ing business, but I do not understand his logic, because 
if he desired to stop that in the future, ' he would cer- 
tainly vote in a different manner from what he has 
indicated here to-night. He has made certain statements, 
and the same statements were made at the meeting of the 
Provincial Association at Brockville a week ago, and on that 
occasion I undertook to correct some of the remarks that the 
gentleman from (3alt gave expression to, and I have to correct 
t j-night some of the remarks he has made in regard to giving 
bonuses by the city of Toronto. I may say that I don't know 
of a single instance that the city of Toronto has ever given 
a cash boujus co anybody. The gentleman from Gait mentioned 
the Massey-Harris Company. The city of Toronto did not 
give a cash bonus to the Massey-Harris Company. 

Mayor of Gfeilt — What did they assess them for ? 

Alderman Hubbard — I am coming to that. They never 
gave them any land. The Massey-Harris Company bought 
the land from the Ontario Government, and after acquiring 
their land, before erecting their buildings, they asked the 
Council to send the assessment commissioner up there to find 
out if he would give them a stationary assessnient for a number 
of years. Now the manner in which that was submitted to 
the Toronto Council was this : The Massey-Harris Company 
acquired the land from the Ontario Government — land that 
the Toronto Council had not been deriving a solitary cent of 
revenue from. They turned it over to the Massey-Harris 
Company, and the assessment commissioner assessed them on 
a ten years' stationary assessment basis, and they pay on that 
taxes to the city of Toronto, and they pay school taxes, and 
they pay local improvements, so that the city of Toronto is 
to-day in a far better position in that respect than they were 
before the Massey-Harris Company established itself in 
Toronto. I mean so far as deriving an income from that 
particular property. 

I want it to go on record that I believe the cash bonus 
system is wrong, vicious, and I may say in some instances, 
immoral, and I am very much in favor of the resolution before 
the meeting. 

Councillor Walker — One speaker has asked that this 
motion should be put in order that we should declare our- 
selves on the policy of giving bonuses. Now, I should like to 
ask what is meant by our protective tariff ? Is it not a policy 
of bonusing manufacturers to come to this country and estab- 
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lish themselves here, and I cannot see what position we stand 
in if we as a convention declare that we are opposed to the 
principle of bonusing when the whole government of the 
country is committed to it. 

Alderman Armstrong (Peterborough) — In regard to the 
law of Ontario, the cities, large and small, have had no ex- 
ceptional privileges. The law in regard to the two-thirds 
vote applies to cities as well as to towns, and in Ontario to- 
day we can give exemption without a vote of the people, but 
it shall only last for one year. 

Several voices — Only for large places. 

Alderman Armstrong — No, it applies to any municipality. 
I may say that my memory has been refreshed on this point, 
because we went into the law and read it up during the con- 
vention at Brock ville, and what I say with respect to the law 
is correct. The N;;tional Policy, whether it be right or 
wrong, of protection, if it is a bonus, is a bonus given where 
the whole country will benefit, if there is any benefit to be 
derived from it, while in this case one municipality receives 
the advantage, while another will be at a disadvantage to the 
same extent. The reason especially why the municipalities 
of Ontario, as represented at Brock ville, decided to ask the 
Legislature to abolish bonusing in all forms, was, that it is 
becoming an evil which requires a remedy Now, it has 
become an evil, and a serious evil, and the only way to abolish 
it is by an act of the Legislature. 

Alderman Laporte — In any event the law would be easily 
evaded by changing the name of the corporation as was done 
in a case right here in the city of Montreal. 

The motion being put to a vote of the meeting was declared 
carried on division of 24 to 10. 

The President — We will now proceed to the next order. 

Registration Expenses. 

Mayor Lighthall — The next order is a motion by Alderman 
F. R. Waddell, seconded by Mayor Cook, of Ottawa : 

" That in the opinion of this Convention all expenses of 
Provincial registration and election should be borne by the 
respective provinces, and that this Union assist municipalities 
of the different provinces affected in obtaining the required 
legislation." 

Carried unanimously. 
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Good Roads. 

Mayor Lightball — Mayor Brossard s resolution concerning 
Good Roads, it has been suggested to liold over as the com- 
mittee were not able to thoroughly deal with it in the discus- 
sion, and the same thing with reference to Mr. Bruce-Payne*s 
motion on the same subject. This will be taken up to- 
morrow morning in the usual course. 

A motion with reference to Provincial Rights is also left 
over, as it appears to be covered by the general motion of 
Alderman Ames with respect to Municipal Rights. Then 
there was a motion which was brought up this afternoon by 
Councillor Cross, of Westmount, concerning legislation for 
streets. That also was considered to be alreadj'^ covered by 
the previous resolutions on streets of the convention last year, 
and by the motion of Alderman Ames. 

Then we have the motion by Dr Starke, on Strikes, and 
Compulsory Arbitration, or the advisability of adopting 
some system or passing a law to prevent strikes and disputes 
between labour and capital. This was found to be already 
provided for by the resolution on strikes passed this morning. 

Then there is the resolution by Dr Starke with reference to 
the Doukhobors and Galicians. The Committee report that 
this is outside of the scope of the Association. 

Market Day Fares. 

Mayor Cook — I have a motion that I wish to bring before 
the Association, to leave in the hands of the Executive for 
consideration, and with your permission I would like to sub- 
mit it, make one or two observations upon it, and leave it in 
the hands of the Executive Committee. 

Moved by myself, seconded by Alderman JafFray : 

" That the executive of the Union be instructed to consider 
what steps should be taken to induce the railways of Canada 
to grant a market day passenger rate of a fare and a third, 
on one day in each week, for the purpose of enabling resi- 
dents in rural communities to more readily transact business 
with towns, cities and incorporated villages." 

I understand that some years ago, a system of this charac- 
ter prevailed in Canada to a certain extent, but it no longer 
exists, and at that time I believe it was subject to certain 
abuses, and discrimination by the railway companies, in favor 
of certain cities and towns, as against others, but the special 
wording of the resolution is such that if we can secure this 
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concession £rom the railway companies that objection would 
not prevail. I have had some correspondence with a number 
of railways in the United States, and I find that over there 
no such day as a market day is known throughout the States 
of the Union. It does prevail, however, as we all know, 
largely throughout the Dominion of Canada. The particular 
scheme I have in view is based on the experience of the old 
country, where a system of this kind has been in existence 
for about forty years, and I wrote some time ago to the gene- 
ral managers of some of the railway companies, and I 
. received from them answers explanatory of the system which 
I would like to see adopted in Canada. 

The advantage that would be derived from a system of 
this kind is this, that whereas so few people can afford to pay 
the full fare, it would directly encourage trade, with the neigh- 
bouring cities, towns and villages, and I think would be a 
boon to that extent I therefore have very great pleasure in 
moving this resolution and referring it to the Committee on 
Resolutions. 

Bonus Voting. 

Mayor Beck (London) — Mr. Chairman, I would like to 
make a motion " That the Union pledge itself to oppose the 
special legislation asked for by the city of Toronto and the 
city of Hamilton that they be granted the privilege of giving 
bonuses by a majority vote of two-thirds of the Council." I 
have always admired Mayor Howland, our President, for the 
stand he took in many matters, but I never had occasion to 
think more of him in connection with anything he has done 
than the stand he took in respect to this matter. As Mayor 
of one of the cities that was asking for this special legisla- 
tion, he opposed it personally. Hamilton as a city opposed 
it, until they were taken into the confidence of the city of 
Toronto. I think it would be quite in order that this Union 
expressed its opinion with respect to this matter at this 
session, and I would be glad if someone would second my 
motion. 

The motion was seconded and referred to the Committee 
on Resolutions. 

A motion to adjourn was put and carried, and the meeting 
adjourned until to-morrow, the I7th September, to meet at 
the same place at 11 a.m. 
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Montreal, 17th September, 1902, 11 a.in. 

The President — The first order of business is to report a 
number of resolutions passed upon by the Executive Com- 
mittee. I would suggest that the secretary read the whole 
series of resolutions as a report of the committee, and 
possibly if there is general concurrence of the members, we 
may pass it all in one vote, or if anyone desires to take 
exception to any particular resolution, he will have an oppor- 
tunity to speak upon it. 

Mayor Lighthall — I would like to call attention to the 
programme notice that precedence is given to-day to amend-, 
ments of the constitution, and as we have a number of these 
I would ask leave to read those first of all, and dispose of 
them. 

Quorum. 

The first resolution which was referred to the Committee 
on Resolutions and has been approved is with reference to 
the quorum of the Executive Council. It has been moved 
and seconded that the quorum of the Executive Committee be 
altered as follows: — 

By changing the words "a majority" in section 9, of the 
constitution to read "five." 

That is to say the Executive Committee has found that a 
majority is sometimes difficult to obtain, owing to the fact that 
some of the Executive Committee reside in British Columbia, 
others as far east as Halifax, and we ask that five may be 
made a sufficient quorum. 

Carried. 

Honorary Members. 

The second amendment to the constitution proposed is, that 
section 2 of the constitution relating to membership be 
amended by adding the words "the Executive Committee are 
empowered to appoint persons who have held municipal 
office, and who have been delegates to the Union, to be in- 
scribed on the roll as Honorary Members, who shall have the 
privilege of the floor, but not be entitled to vote. All who 
have held office as president or vice-president in the Union 
shall hereafter be designated as past- president, or past vice- 
president, as the case may be, and the Executive Committee 
may call them, or any of them, into advisory consultation at 
any time, if so required." 

Motion seconded, and carried unanimously. 
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Fees. 

The next resolution is with reference to fees. It has been 
moved and seconded that the scale of fees be altered by 
striking out section 4 of the constitution and substituting 
the following : 

"4. — The following shall be the scale of fees to be paid 
by members : 

Townships, parishes and incorporated villages $ 5.Q0 

Counties 10.00 

Towns and cities with a population under 10,000 . . 10 . 00 
Towns and cities with a population over 10,000.. 10.00 

and $1.00 additional for every 1000 of population over 

10,000. 

And by adding the words " Arrangements may be made 
with any municipality in exceptional cases for special ex- 
penses incurred on its behalf at its request." 

Motion was seconded, and carried unanimously. 

LEGISLA.TION. 

The next resolution is as follows : 

" Moved and seconded that this convention instructs the 
Executive Committee to request parliament and the various 
legislatures to transmit to the secretary two copies of every 
bill, public or private, which may affect municipal interests, 
as soon as such bill has been printed." 

Carried. 

Auditors. 

Moved and seconded. 

"That Mayor Warburton and Alderman Hubbard be 
appointed auditors to examine the secretary-treasurer's 
accounts and report at once." 

Carried. 

Approval of Last Year's Resolutions, 

Moved and seconded : 

"That the Union of Canadian Municipalities at its present 
Convention re-afBrms each and all of the resolutions passed at 
last year s Convention, and approves the action taken by the 
Executive Committee during the past year in pursuance of 
such resolutions, and authorizes and instructs the Executive 
to continue to carry them into effect." 
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Mayor Lighthall — I would say with reference to this par- 
ticular resolution that it is because many of the members 
present at this meeting are new members, that we thought 
it only right to have them made cognizant of what was 
passed and resolved last year, and to have their voices added 
to the voices of the delegates of the past year. It would sup- 
port our action in the future, and there would be no pretence 
that we were not moving in the interest of the municipalities, 
atid that we were not authorized by the new members as well 
as the old. 

Carried unanimously. 

It has been proposed that an amendment be adopted to 
clause 7A of the Constitution, to the effect that the officers of 
the Union shall be a President, First, Second, Third and 
Fourth Vice-President, and a second Vice-President for each 
Province represented, a Secretary speaking English, and a 
Secretary speaking French, to be named Joint Secretaries of 
the Union, and a Treasurer ; these officers to be elected at the 
annual Convention. 

The President — That was carried last night. This motion 
is that an amendment be adopted to clause 7 A of the con- 
stitution. I think the resolution of the Convention last night 
was, that it should be left to the local committee of Vice- 
Presidents to make those arrangements if they felt so ad- 
vised themselves. I think that was disposed of. I would 
suggest that that is not a matter which requires to be con- 
sidered by the executive on account of its having been con- 
sidered as being already disposed of. 

Rules of Order. 

Mayor Lighthall — Moved and seconded " that the executive 
be and is hereby empowered to frame an order of proceedings, 
and rules of order for the conduct of the meetings of the 
Union, and such order and rules shall not be suspended or 
departed from in any instance except by consent of the chair, 
or by a two-thirds vote of the meeting. 

Carried. 

Good Roads. 

It has been moved by Mr. J. Bruce Payne, of Granby, 
Quebec, seconded by Dr. Starke " that a memorial from this 
convention be forwarded to the Quebec Legislature asking 
them to follow the example of the Province of Ontario in 
establishing a Bureau and appointing a Commissioner of Good

Roads, and in granting aid to municipalities towards defray- 
ing the cost of building permadeno roads." 

This resolution has been already twice read to the House, 
and I suppose it i.s now well understood. The committee 
came to the conclusion that it was advisable to refer this 
matter to the Provincial Executive, and the Provincial 
Executive, with the support of the Union, would take the 
exact means that it desires. 

There is another resolution by Mayor Brossard to ask for 
the power to expend a sum of one thousand or fifteen 
hundred dollars by means of a resolution approved by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council, which reads as follows : — 

it was thought advisable to make the same recommenda- 
tion as upon the previous resolution. 

Market Day Fares. 

The next motion is that by Mayor Cook (Ottawa), seconded 
by Alderman Jaffray: " That the Executive of the Union be 
instructed to consider what steps should be taken to induce 
the railways of Canada to grant a market day passengers 
rate of a fare and a third on one day in each week for the 
purpose of enabling residents in rural communities to more 
readily transact business with cities, towns and incorporated 
villages." 

Carried. 

Bureau of Public Ownership. 

The next resolution is one by Alderman JafFray (Gait), 
seconded by Alderman Stroud (Ottawa): 

"That the Union of Canadian Municipalities, 'desiring to 
further the cause of municipal ownership of public utilities, 
would recommend to the Legislatures of the various pro- 
vinces, the establishment of a Government bureau of public 
ownership for the collection and dissemination of information 
respecting movements of the day in this most important field 
of civic effort, believing as this Union does, that such a 
Government Bureau in each province would be of very great 
benefit to the municipalities, aiding them as it undoubtedly 
would, in wise and practical legislation and administration." 

The Committee reports that the object of this resolution ' 
is practically covered by the resolution relating to a Bureau 
of Information, with the addition of the words "with special 
reference to public ownership." 

Former resolution reconsidered and carried, with said 
words added. 
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Mayor Lip^hthall — The next resolution is one by Mayor 
Beck (London), seconded by Alderman Jaffray (Gait) : — 

" That the Executive of this Union be directed to oppose 
such special legislation as may be sought by any munici- 
pality in any province where the object is t6 ienable such 
municipality to bonus or exempt from taxation in whole or 
in part any manufacturing establishment, by a vote of a certain 
number of the members of its Municipal Council, otherwise, 
except as provided by the general law of such province/* 

With reference to this matter, the Executive Committee 
reports that it considers that this was covered by the previous 
bonus resolution. ' - 

A Delegate — I was not present at the meeting last night, 
but I understand the resolution regarding bonusing manu- 
facturing establishments, was simply prohibitive. 

The President — It was passed. 

Alderman Chant (St. Thomas) — ^^It does not seem to me, 
Mr. President, that the motion last night cbvers what this 
motion this morning asks for. 

The President — I would suggest that it be referred back to 
the committee on Resolutions, with a view to bringing in a 
clause that no special concessions be made to any cities or 
municipalities, and that that be embodied in our report. I do 
not think it is desirable to make invidious reference to 
particular cities. Is it your pleasure that it be referred back 
for the purpose of further consideration ? 

Carried. 

French Secretary. 

Mayor Lighthall — There still remains the resolution of Dr. 
Desaulniers, which was read a few minutes ago, that the 
officers of the Union shall be a president, a lirst vice-president, 
etc. With regard to the secretary speaking French, it has also 
been understood and explained, and satisfactorily agreed, that 
the Provincial Committee can appoint its own secretary, and 
of course can name an assistant secre'ary at any time. 

There is only one. other matter left over from last nierht, 
and that is Alderman Ames' resolution, and he is not here at 
present. 

The President — I would suggest that it remain with the 
Executive Committee. 

The next order of business is the election of officers for the 
coming year. 
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Auditors' Report. 

Mayor Lighthall — I anderstand that the auditors have their 
report ready and wish to present it. 

Alderman Hubbard — I beg leave to present the report of 
the auditors. We have examined the vouchers and accounts 
and find them correct. I regret to say that we have been 
using our secretary-treasurer to a certain extent. We find 
there is the sum of $120 owing the secretary-treasurer, and 
we have unpaid subscriptions amounting to $200. I presume 
from the action of this Convention in increasing the fees, and 
also appointing an assistant to help our secretary-treasurer 
that the unpaid fees perhaps may be collected, and that the 
municipalities that have not paid, will pay, because I believe 
they should pay, considering the great advantages we all of 
us have received from the meetings. I have very much 
pleasure in presenting the auditors' report. 

It was moved and seconded that the report be adopted. 

Carried. 

Mayor Rosevear — It is very regrettable that the secretary- 
treasurer should have been obliged to pay out one hundred 
dollars on account of this organization. I hope that all muni- 
cipalities that have not already paid their subscriptions will 
send them forward forthwith, and I would suggest that we 
fortify the secretary treasurer's hands by a motion that he 
call upon all those who have not remitted to remit their sub- 
scription at once. 

Carried. 

The President — The order of business now is the election 
of the officers for the coming: year. 

Dr. Starke — I take very great pleasure in moving that 
Mr. Oliver A. Howland be re-elected president for the coming 
year. 

Alderman Waddell — I take pleasure in seconding the 
motion. 

The President — I thank you very much for the honor and 
for the nomination. Of course I must ask whether there are 
any other nominations. 

No other nominations were made, and the Secretary-Trea- 
surer was asked to put the motion. 

Mayor Lighthall — The only nomination for the presidency 
is the gentleman who has so worthily filled the office of presi- 
dent from the beginning of the work of the association. Last 
year we had a most royal reception from him in the city of 
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Toronto, and I am very glad to see that his is the only nomi- 
nation. I ask that all those in favor of this nomination 
express their wish by a rising vote. 

The vote was responded to unanimously. 

Mayor Lighthall — I have much pleasure, Mr. Howland in 
declaring you re-elected to the presidency. 

Mayor Howland — I thank you, gentlemen. I am sure from 
the bottom of my heart for the very open expression of your 
opinion. I can only say that I will endeavour to prove worthy 
as far as my abilities permit of the very high honor you have 
conferred upon me. I accept the honor that you offer me, 
because, apart from the great compliment it is, I feel very 
deeply interested in this work, and I still think that perhaps 
I may be of some use to the movement that we have initiated. 

Alderman JafFray — I have great pleasure in re-nominating 
the very worthy gentleman who now occupies the position 
of secretary-treasurer, Mayor Lighthall, of Westmount, and I 
am sure it must be a great satisfaction to the members of our 
Union to know that we have a gentleman as secretary-trea- 
surer who has his whole heart in the work, and whose hand 
is ready to go down in his pocket to make up deficiencies. I 
think a man of his ability and generosity should be kept in 
office as long as possible, and I take great pleasure in nominat- 
ing Mayor Lighthall, of Westmount, Quebec, for the position 
of secretary -treasurer. 

Mayor Gelinas — I have much pleasure in seconding the 
motion. 

Aldermand Hubbard — I have very great pleasure in sup- 
porting the resolution which has been moved and seconded 
with regard to the services of Mayor Lighthall. I am sure he 
has given a great deal of his valuable time to the association, 
and has contributed very largely to the success of the Union of 
Municipalities has met with. I trust that by this vote we will 
give him the assurance that his services have been appreciated^ 
by those whom he has endeavoured so faithfully to serve.. 
(Applause.) 

The President — I ask a rising vote on this motion gentle- 
man. 

The vote was unanimously carried amidst applause. 

The President — I have very great pleasure in announcing 
the return to his second year's office of my colleague, as I 
may say, of Mayor Lighthall. I can assure you that to have left, 
him out of the combination would have been equivalent to- 
leaving one wheel off the coach. I know as you know, what 
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his services have been, what his zeal is, and what his various 
qualifications for this very special and delicate task have 
shown themselves to be, throughout this past year. I desire 
to record my own most hearty and cordial union with you in 
the sentiment you have expressed, and the energy in which 
you have expressed it towards our most valuable honorary 
secretary. (Applause.) 

Mayor Lighthall — Gentlemen, I can only thank you most 
heartily for your sympathy and support, and the general 
friendship which has been shown towards me in assisting me 
with my duties. This has made me feel that I can move 
forward with real enthusiasm in the work, and I am glad to 
continue in that spirit. (Applause ) 

The President — Next in order are the vice-presidents for 
Ontario. The committee, I think, representing the province 
have agreed upon some recommendations to the conference. 

Mayor Denne (Peterborough) — At a meeting of the dele- 
gates from the Province of Ontario this morning, it was 
decided to recommend the names of the Mayors of Ottawa, 
Peterborough, Owen Sound and Gait, and I therefore move 
that these gentlemen be elected Vice-Presidents for the en- 
suing year for the Province of Ontario. 

Mayor Sinclair (Tilsonburg) — I second the motion. 

Carried. 

The President — Next in order is the election of four Vice- 
presidents for the Province of Quebec. 

Mayor Montbriant — I have the honor to propose that 
Mayor Cochrane be elected First Vice-President for the Prov- 
ince of Quebec. 

Carried. 

Alderman Laporte proposed that Mayor Alexandre Mont- 
briant, be elected Second Vice-President for the Province of 
Quebec. 

The President — Are there any other nominations ? 

There being no other nominations is it your pleasure that 
Mayor Montbriant be elected Second Vice-President for 
Quebec. 

Carried. 

Alderman Vallieres — I propose that Alderman Laporte be 
Third Vice-President for the Province of Quebec. 

Seconded. 

Mr. Cleveland (Richmond) — It seems to me hardly fair 
to the outlying municipalities to elect two vice-presidents 
from the city of Montreal, w^hile the rest of the province 
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would not be represented. I therefore have much pleasure 
in nominating for the Third Vice-President the Mayor of the 
city of Sherbrooke, as I think Sherbrooke of sufficient im- 
portance to be represented on the executive. 

Alderman Vallieres — I withdraw my motion for the ap- 
pointment of Alderman Laporte. 

Mr. Cleveland — I have much pleasure in nominating the 
Mayor of Sherbrooke as Third Vice-President for the Prov- 
ince of Quebec. 

Seconded and carried unanimously. 

The President — It appears to be the desire of the members 
that we should leave the selection of the fourth vice -president 
vacant for the present. If such is the case we will now pro- 
ceed to the election of the vice-presidents for the Province of 
Nova Scotia. The Mayor of Halifax has been a member for 
the past year and he has written a letter to the secretary 
expressing his reasons why he was unable to be present, 
namely, on account of other official engagements which made 
it impossible for him to leave at the time as he intended. I 
would suggest that Mayor Crosby, Halifax, be nominated 
First Vice-President for the Province of Nova Scotia. 

The nomination was seconded by Alderman Paton (Char- 
lottetown). 

Carried. 

The President — I would suggest that the office of Second 
Vice-President be left vacant as it was last year. 

Mayor Lighthall — Now, we have the appointment of the 
Vice-Presidents for New Brunswick, aad I have great 
pleasure in nominating Alderman McRae (St. John) for re- 
election to be First Vice-President for New Brunswick. 

Seconded and carried. 

The President — I would suggest leaving the Second Vice- 
Presidency vacant to be filled up at a future date. 

Moved and seconded that Mayor Arbuthnot be elected First 
Vice-President for the Province of Manitoba. 

Carried. 

Mayor Arbuthnot — I move that the Mayor of Brandon be 
elected Second Vice-President for the Province of Manitoba. 

Seconded and carried. 

Moved that the Mayor of Victoria be elected First Vice- 
President for the Province of British Columbia. 

Carried. 
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Moved that the Mayor of New Westminster be elected 
Second Vice-President for the Province of British Columbia. 

Seconded and carried. 

Mayor Warbarton (Charlottetown) was nominated as First 
Vice-President for the Province of Prince Edward Island. 

Seconded and carried. 

The President — I have great pleasure in welcoming the 
First Vice-President in the double sense of a new acquisition 
to our provincial representation. 

Moved and seconded that Councillor Paton (Prince Eklward 
Island) be Second Vice-President of that province. 

Carried. 

The President — The question is now open to fix the place 
of next year's meeting. I would suggest that, in regard to 
that, the course taken last year could be repeated, that while 
the representatives of different cities, if they are so autho- 
rized, may offer their invitations, that the matter should be 
remitted to the executive to deliberately choose the place of 
meeting according to convenience that may be developed 
during the year. It is practically the rule of the great con- 
ventions to leave this matter to the executive, as they have 
power to do, because the circumstances may so vary as to 
make one place more convenient and more important for 
business purposes than another place, and that the advantage 
of the Association is very greatly affected often times, by 
eaving the choice of the place of meeting and all arrange- 
ments to the executive, to be made at the proper time. 

City Clerk Kingston (London) — Before taking up that ques- 
tion, Mr. Chairman, I think there has been probably an over- 
sight when clause 8 of the constitution was under considera- 
tion for amendment. It has been amended already to a certain 
extent, but as it now stands, provision has not been made for 
making the secretary-treasurer a member of the Executive 
Committee, and it occurs to, me that there could be no more 
important member of that committee we could have upon the 
committee than the secretary-treasurer. I therefore beg 
leave to move that clauses 7 and 8 be further amended by 
adding the Words " and the secretary -treasurer. " That will 
enable our secretary-treasurer to have a voice on the Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Aldermand Hubbard — I am very glad that attention has 
been brought to this matter, and I second the motion. 

Mayor Rosevear — I would desire, if it is in order to move 
that Mayor Lighthall be re-elected fourth vice president for 
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the Province of Quebec, in addition to his office as secretary- 
treasurer. 

Mayor Lighthall — I thoroughly appreciate the good will and 
the sentiment of Mayor Rosevear, and the other gentlemen 
who have raised this question, and I may say the question so 
raised was pressed upon me this morning by all the members 
of the Province of Quebec, but I have a strong feeling that 
the Province of Quebec, which is in a large majority French, 
should have the large majority of its officers French, and 
should enter into the movement, feeling that it is doing its 
own work. Under these circumstances, one member out of 
four among the vice-presidents is sufficient for the English 
representation. Mayor Cochrane has been well liamed, and I 
have no ambition to do anything that would not be to the 
benefit of the movement, and I am quite satisfied with a posi- 
tion on the Executive as secretary-treasurer. I would not 
accept for those reasons, but at the same time I thank the 
gentleman who has made the proposition. 

The President — A motion as been taei.de for amending the 
constitution in clauses 7 and 8 providing for the election of 
the secretary-treasurer on the Executive Committee. 

The motion was seconded and carried unanimously. 

Mayor Rosevear — I withdraw my motion. 

Mayor Sinclair (Tilsonburg) — I move that the next place of 
meeting be such as may be appointed by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Mayor Read (Owen Sound) — I second the motion. 

Carried. 

Mayor Lio^hthall — I understand that Alderman Ames is 
here now, and could discuss the question with regard to his 
second motion. 

Moved by Alderman Ames, seconded by Mayor Beck, of 
London, "That in the opinion of this Convention, municipal 
charters should be as elastic as possible, so as to enable 
changes to be made therein without constant recourse to the 
provincial legislatures, when after referendum the will of the 
citizens has been made evident." 

Withdrawn by Alderman Ames as being covered by his 
other motion. 

Alderman Ames — I understand, Mr. Chairman, that the 
last clause of the motion has been held in suspense, and in- 
asmuch as I see that it was drafted from a somewhat local 
point of view, the word " charter " being used, which only 
applies to certain large cities, I think the last portion of that 
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amendment would just as well be withdraw, without in any 
way interfering with the main part of the motion. The main 
principle involved is this, that undoubtedly the municipalities 
of the Dominion within their own sphere of action are just 
as entitled to recognition, and are just as much or should be 
just as much considered a sovereign power as the Dominion 
or Provincial Legislatures. We believe that there is a dis- 
tinct field of action for the Dominion parliament and that 
there is equally a distinctive field of action for the Provincial 
parliament, and we maintain that there should be a 
similar field of action perfectly well recognized for muni- 
cipal councils. Now, in order to bring our feeling in this 
matter to a definite issue there are two lines which 
are suggested in the motion ; the first is, that efforts 
should be brought to bear upon our local legislatures 
that they may define more clearly, the distinct limits 
within which the municipal council, either of a large city 
or a small municipality, shall reign undisputed and supreme — 
matters which relate to our own franchise, and our own 
rights, and our own streets, are matters which we and we 
alone should be consulted upon, when they are dealt with, 
and our rights and privileges in that direction should not be 
taken from us by any outside party such as the local legisla- 
ture ; so that the first step that is necessary is to have a more 
clear definition of the limits of municipal legislative activity, 
and that only can be brought about by recourse to our muni- 
cipal legislatures ; and secondly, it is community of feeling 
that* should be cultivated and fostered by this Union for 
mutual defence whenever encroachments are sought to be 
made upon our municipal liberties. It seem? to me that it is 
along these two lines that this organization can do most 
effective work, and while upon my feet in this connection I 
feel that one of the most practical results which ought to 
result from this convention, should be the initiating of a 
definite propaganda throughoutthe provinces for theprotection 
of municipal rights, and for the establishment of municipal 
home rule, and when we reach the stage that we shall be in a 
position of employing an able organizer for the entire year, 
who may visit all the municipalities of the Dominion, and 
who may come in contact with municipal leaders in all these 
municipalities, who may show to them the value of union, 
and who may by constant work form a solid and fully 
effective union. I think that something of that kind done 
in the future will enable us to establish beyond perad venture 
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the principle for which we stand, namely, the principle of 
municipal home rule. (Applause.) Therefore I withdraw 
my present motion, which is not applicable to all the muni- 
cipalities, as I wish to make it as broad as possible. ' 

The President — ^The first part of the resolution I think has 
already been passed at a previous meeting, and it was only 
this part which was regarded as a separate resolution and 
awaited the expression of Mr. Ames' opinion. He now pro- 
poses to withdraw it, and I would suggest that in view of the 
importance and breadth of the subject, and looking to a care- 
ful definition of the powers of important legislation of that 
kind, that Mr. Ames be requested to prepare a paper on the 
suUect tor the next convention. (Hear, hear.) 

The Convention then came to a close, and the members, 
entering carriages provided by the Civic Reception Committee 
of the City Council of Montreal, were driven around the city 
and entertained at luncheon on the crest of Mount Royal, 
where complimentary speeches were made. Later they were 
driven to the Port, where they were the guests of the Harbor 
Commissioners on board one of the tugs belonging to the 
latter, and were carried from point to point of the works in 
progress and completed, and treated to refreshments. 

Taking leave of the Harbor Commissioners the delegates 
dispersed.

Dear Sir : — 

In compliance with your re(][uest for a report from me in 
reference to the Telephone Legislation at the last session of 
the Dominion Parliament, I beg leave to submit the following 
review : — 

Very early in the session Mr. W. F. Maclean, M.P., member 
for East York, introduced a Bill on the subject (No. 2) a copy 
which is hereto annexed marked " A. " This was followed 
within a very few days by the introduction of a Bill (No. 28), 
by the Minister of Justice, purporting to deal with Telegraph 
and Telephone Companies generally ; a copy of this Bill is 
also hereto annexed marked " B," from which it will be seen 
that it effectually covered all the ground embraced in Mr. 
Maclean's and much besides. 

Mr. Justice Street had about the same time rendered his 
judgment in the case of the City of Toronto v. The Bell 
Telephone Company, reported in 3 Ontario Law Reports 465, 
in which he held — 

( 1) That the Dominion Act 45 Vic, c. 95, obtained by the 
Boll Telephone Company two months after the Act 45 Vic, 
c 71 had been passed by the Ontario Legislature, did not 
per se repeal the lasc mentioned Act notwithstanding that it 
declared the Bell Company's undertaking, etc, to be for the 
general advantage of Canada ; 

(2) That in so far as the Ontario Act was not inconsistent 
with the Dominion Act passed after it, its provisions must 
not be taken to be repealed. 

(3) The Ontario Act did, in the learned Judge's opinion, 
prohibit the Bell Company from carrying any poles or wires 
along any street in the City of Toronto without the consent 
of the municipality, which h«id not been obtained as to the 
works in question, and therefore an injunction was granted 
restraining them from proceeding further with them. 
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At this stage of matters I received my retainer to repre- 
sent the Canadian Municipal Union upon the questions 
involved and immediately accompanied, at your request, a 
deputation to meet the Minister of Justice at Ottawa, on the 
26th March, 1902. On which date a very important conference 
was held with the Minister by yourself and others. I annex 
a typewritten copy of the shorthand writer's notes of what 
took place upon that occasion (which is marked " C "), w^hich 
are especially important in showing fully the Minister's frank 
statement of his position upon the whole matter, and his 
intention to postpone all general legislation until next session,, 
using the interval for gaining information and with the aid 
of a specially appointed Commission perfecting a general bill 
for the government of Telegraph and Telephone Companies . 

Following this meeting with the Minister, Mr. Maclean's- 
Bill and that of the Minister of Justice came before the Com- 
mittee of the House, and upon the Minister's repetition before 
the Committee of his statement to the deputation that he 
intended to postpone the whole subject until next session, 
the Minister's Bill was withdrawn and Mr. Maclean's Bill 
was voted down after the most vehement opposition from 
that gentleman. You were present on this occasion and were 
heard by the Committee. 

While this was going on in the Commons, the Bell Tele- 
phoneCompany were promoting a Bill in the Senate to increase 
their capital stock from $5,000,000 to $10,000,000. It was, 
1 think justly, thought by yourself and others representing 
the Canadian Municipal Association and the cities of 
Toronto, Ottawa and Westmount especially, that this Bill 
should not be proceeded with until the general legislation 
which the Minister proposed had taken shape, and accord- 
ingly steps were taken to oppose it at every stage. Many 
conferences w^ere held at Ottawa at which you were present, 
and others of which you were cognizant, with members of 
the Senate and others who were found to share the views 
which the Union was anxious to press in opposition to the 
Bill: 

Mr. Fullerton joined me in preparing the amendments 
which we proposed to ask, a copy of these is hereto annexed 
marked " D. " They met the views of yourself and those we 
represented, and of those Senators who were taking our side. 
In the result, however, the Committee of the Senate had cer- 
tain clauses prepared to meet their views after the matter 
had been fully threshed out before them, and the Act was 
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finally passed with these clauses embraced in it and is now 
Statute 2 Edw. VIL, Cap. 41. 
The result is that 

(a) General legislation is deferred until the session of 
1903. 

(b) The Bell Telephone Charter is modified further (1) by 
compelling the Company to furnish telephones to any person, 
firm or corporation applying for the same for premises front- 
ing on any street, etc., on which the Company have a line, 
provided that the instrument be not situated further than 
200 feet from such street, etc. (2) The Governor in Council 
may increase or diminish "rates," which term includes 
charges for rental or use of telephone and telephone service, 
and long distance messages. 

This result was not attained without a very keen contest 
at every point, and I have thought that preservation of the 
documents I have annexed to this report is necessary for the 
proper understanding of what has been done with a view to 
future action. 

We were very much indebted for support in the contest to 
the Hon. Senator Miller, who took charge of the opposition to 
the Bell Telephone Bill and devoted a great deal of time and 
trouble to going into details with me and others, and becoming 
master of the subject. We are besides indebted much for 
assistance to Hon. Senators Beique, McMullen, McMillen, 
McLaren, McHugh, McDonald (Cape Breton), Wood, Owens, 
McCallum, Ferguson, Ellis and King. 

In the Commons we had the assistance of many members, 
and it is due to Mr. E. F. Clarke, M.P.,and Mr. Osier, M,P., to 
say. that they gave their time without stint to those who 
were representing the interests of the municipalities. 

No commission has yet been appointed by the Minister to 
draft the general Bill proposed to be brought in next session. 
It is presumed that he is still pursuing the enquiries necessary 
for that purpose . 

On the questions generally to be dealt with in regard to 
the subject, I may say they involve most intricate questions 
of constitutional law, or rather of working out the constitu- 
tional law as it is, or is to be, between the Dominion and the 
Provinces. 

If it be found that by declaring such works as telephone 
exchanges or circuits to be for the general benefit of Canada, 
the Provincial jurisdiction is annihilated, then the Munici- 
palities must be prepared to defend their rights before the 
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Dominion Parliament, who in such a case, as Judge Street 
pointed out, would have a paramount jurisdiction. 

The question on the threshold to be answered is, to what 
extent can the Dominion assume jurisdiction ? 

Telephones are not railways, and separate lines or 
exchanges do not necessarily connect or cross. There may be 
a telephone exchange which is complete in itself and inde- 
pendent of any interprovincial line or exchange. Such a 
separate exchange might use the interprovincial line only for 
transmission of long distance messages, just as any individual 
might do by transmitting or delivering them to the central 
office of the interprovincial exchange. Each company might 
be hirers of the service of the other to transmit or receive 
long distance messages. Telephones were not in contemplation 
when the Confederation Act, section 92.10 (a) 10 (c) was 
passed, and what the construction may be in this regard has 
yet to be fought out. 

If it is necessary for the Dominion to regulate the local 
separate companies in their dealings with the interprovincial 
companies, that may be found to be a ground for the 
Dominion assuming jurisdiction under section 92.10(c) which 
speaks of such works " as, although wholly situate within 
the Province are before or after their execution declared by 
the Parliament of Canada to be for the general advantage 
of Canada/' etc. 

In the experiences of last session there was manifest, 1 
think, a desire to do justice to the Municipalities, with due 
regard to vested rights, and I think that this may be relied 
on in the future, so long as the Municipalities present a 
united front, as they did in the past session through yourself 
as the executive head of the Canadian Municipal Union. 

The fact that you were able to say that the Union con- 
tained a membership of upwards of over 70 separate muni- 
cipalities, which were represented by you as their President, 
was a stern fact which called for respectful notice and 
obtained it. After many years' experience in Parliamentary 
practice I would like to say that the Union is a most efficient 
means of protecting the rights of the Municipalities, and 
should be extended to and embraced by every municipal cor- 
poration in the Dominion. Its maintenance in vigorous life 
and activity is the strongest safeguard of their interests.

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RESOLUTIONS. 

The following resolutions were passed unanimously by the 
Toronto Convention of 1901, and were ratified and reaffirmed 
-at the Convention of 1902. See resolution on paore 75. 

1. That Municipalities should have full and exclusive con- 
trol of their streets, and that no lec^islation should be passed 
infringing on such control unless the same be subject to 
consent of the Municipality concerned ; and that the mem- 
bers of this Union will resolutely resist each and every 
invasion of these rights ; and that the Executive Committee 
be charged with the duty of assisting to prevent such inva- 
sions of the rights of any Municipality. 

2. That whereas the Dominion and Provincial Governments 
are in the habit of leasing various properties for public uses, 
and paying therefor large rentals : and whereas the owners 
of such property, while receiving valuable consideration for 
the premises so leased, claim to be entirely exempt from 
paying ordinary taxes on the freehold, this Union protests 
against the construction sought to be placed in some such 
cases upon Clause 125 of the B. N. A. Act claiming the right 
of exemption from Municipal Taxes, and recommends that 
all Municipalities suffering from this grievance unite in 
resisting, and if necessary in testing the subject in the 
Courts of Law. 

3. That all legislation under which properties of certain 
corporations are to be assessed as scrap iron should be 
decisively and distinctly repealed. 

4. That the Executive Committee be instructed to consider 
and report upon a method of unitedly strengthening the 
credit of the Municipalities of the Dominion and reducing 
the burden of interest charge upon them. 

5. That it is contrary to equity and to wise public policy 
and of doubtful legality, that Governments should exempt 
their ow^n properties and the incomes of those in their employ 
from Municipal taxation ; and that the Executive Committee 
be authorized to consider the best means of giving effect to 
this Resolution. 

6. That whereas the Railway Committee of the Privy 
Council has assumed jurisdiction to order Municipalities to 
pay part of the whole of the cost of protection of crossings 
and of bridges and subways, and whereas such claim of 
jurisdiction has never been affirmed by the highest Courts of 

Canada or the Empire, and whereas the practice of the Rail- 
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way Committee is of doubtful legality, inequitable and con- 
trary to public justice and policy, this Union of Canadian 
Municipalities protests against such practice and claim 
of jurisdiction, and instructs the Executive to unite the 
Municipalities of Canada to oppose the policy and, if neces- 
sary, to obtain a legal determination upon the right. 

7. That the scope of Municipal Administration and Legis- 
lation is so large and important that in the public interest, 
Municipal issues should be kept solely in view by the 
electorate at the Municipal Elections, free from other ques- 
tions or associations, and the members of this Convention 
declare their intention of exertino^ their influence to this end 
in their several localities. 

8. That we earnestly recommend to all Municipalities a 
careful oversiirht over all concessions of franchises with a 
view to the future extension of tlie principle of Municipal 
ownership and control of public utilities ; and we particularly 
urge that all Municipalities retain the control of all franchises 
for electric railways which opens a new field for the means 
of local communication and transportion. 

9. That the Executive be instructed to print the Constitu- 
tion and Resolutions and send copies to all members of this 
Union and to other Municipalities and to the Premiers of the 
Dominion and of the different provinces, and to other suitable 
quarters ; and the delegates to the Convention are requested 
to obtain confirmation of these resolutions bv their Munici- 
palities, and that all Municipalities not already members be 
invited to confirm these resolutions and to join the Union. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OP 

THE UNION OF CANADIAN MUNICIPALITIES 

NAME. 

1. — The name shall be the Union of Canadian Munici- 
palities. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

2. — The membership shall consist of all Municipalities of 
Canada which bv vote of their Council declare their inten- 
tion of joining the Union. The Executive Committee are 
empowered to appoint persons who have held municipal 
office, and who have been delegates to the Union, to be in- 
scribed on the roll as Honorary Members, who shall have 
the privilege of the floor, but not be entitled to vote. All 
such as have held office as President or Vice-President in the 
Union shall thereafter be designated as Past President or 
Past Vice-President, as the case may be, and the Executive 
Committee may call them, or any of them, into advisory 
consultation at any time if so desired. 

OBJECTS. 

3. — The objects of the Union shall be the general improve- 
ment and facilitation of every branch of Municipal Adminis- 
tration by the following means : — 

First. — The perpetuation of the Organization as an agency 
for the co-operation of Canadian Municipalities in all 
questions pertaining to Municipal Administration. 

Second. — In particular the guidance and improvement of 
legislation, both of the Dominion and the Provinces upon 
Municipal questions, and the betterment of Municipal 
Government and the promotion of Municipal interests 
generally. 

Third. — The holding of Annual Conventions for discussion, 
information and resolutions on the above subjects. 

Fourth. — The securing of united action for the protection 
of individual Municipalities and Municipal interests as a 
whole against legislative or other encroachments of corpora- 
tions.

FEES. 

4. — The . folio wing shall be the scale of yearly fees to be 
paid by members : — 

Townships, Parishes and Incorporated Villages . . S5 00 

Counties 10 00 

Towns and Cities with a population under ten 

thousand 10 00 

Towns and Cities with a population over ten 

thousand, $10.00, and $1.00 additional for 

eveiy 1000 of population over 10,000. 

Arrangements may be made with eaiy municipality in 
exceptional cases, for special expenses incurred on its behalf, 
at its request. 

ANNUAL MEETING. 

5. — The Anaual Meeting shall be held at such place as 
shall be determined by a vote of the previous Annual Con- 
vention, and shall be held at such time as the Executive 
Committee shall determine. 

REPRESENTATION. 

6. — Each member shall be entitled to send such repre- 
sentatives as its Council may annually appoint. Votes in 
Convention may be taken by show of hands unless any mem- 
ber calls for a vote by members, in which case each member 
by its representative or representatives shall cast but one 
vote. 

OFFICERS. 

7. — (a). The Officers of the Union shall be a President 
and one First Vice-President, and one Second Vice-Presi- 
dent for each Province represented, and a Secretary -Treasurer, 
(6) except for the Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, for 
which there shall be four Vice-Presidents, to be elected at the 
Annual Convention. 

THE EXECUTIVE. 

8. — There shall be an Executive Committee, which shall 
be composed of the President, Provincial Vice-Presidentt, and 
the Secretary-Treasurer. 

(6). The First and Second Vice-Presidents from a Prov- 
ince shall form a Provincial Committee or Sub-Committee 
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to watch the interests of Municipalities in their respective 
Provinces, and any member of the Union may communicate 
with them for the purpose of securing the support of the 
Union in opposing or advancing matters at{ecting the in- 
terests of any member. 

(c). The said Provincial .Committees shall forthwith 
report any proposed action to the President of the Union, and 
no expenditure shall be made or charge incurred to the 
Union except by and with the consent of the Executive. 

(d). When any one of the representatives of any Province 
dies or retires, or removes from a Province, or becomes 
incapable to act, the Executive shall fill the vacancy for the 
year. 

(e). The Executive may confer and vote by correspond- 
ence, and shall be a general Administrative Committee. 

(/). During the Convention such meuibers of the last 
year's Executive as are continuing delegates shall form a 
Committee on Resolutions with such delegates as may be 
added by the Convention at its first session for that Conven- 
tion only. 

(g). The Executive shall meet at least one day before the 
Annual Meeting. 

(^h). Vacancies on the Executive may be filled by the 
Executive for the remainder of the year and until the next 
Annual Meeting. 

(i). The Executive may elect or appoint a Chairman and 
Secretary-Treasurer from its own membership or otherwise. 
The Chairman so elected shall be the central officer through 
whom meetings, conferences, and the action of the Executive 
may take place. 

QUORUM. 

9. — Five members of the Executive Committee at any time 
shall constitute a quorum thereof. 

AMENDMENTS. 

10. — Resolutions for the amendment of the Constitution 
or for any other purpose shall, in the first instance, be 
referred to the Resolutions Committee to report thereon to 
the Convention, unless by a two-thirds vote of those present 
and voting the Rule is dispensed with. This Section is 
subject to the provisions of Section 6.
